San F bancisco¡ November 4th.—A special 
executive meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of the Academy of Sciences was held this 
afternoon, in the Academy chambers, at 1 
o’clock.

Board to Mr. Crocker, thanking him for his 
most generous and timely gift.”

PHYLLOXERA AND VINE PESTS. 
A t a meeting to-day of the Committee on 
Phylloxera and Vina Pests, C. A. Wetmore 
made a statement of the results of investiga­ 
tions of the progress of the disease and of 
experimental work. 
A t a meeticg of the 
Board next Friday, recommendations will be 
presented that all cuttings of vines in this 
State for plantations outside of the State 
must be disinfected at the place of first con­ 
signment, aud that the Chief Executive 
Officer shall appoint a resident inspector to 
issue certificates of disinfection. 


MORTGAOES ON GROWING CROPS. 
In the case of Waterman vs. Green, the 
Supreme Court filed an opinion yesterday to 
the effect that tho lien of a mortgage on a 
growing crop ceases when the crop is har­ 
vested.

ment. 
For the first ten months of the cm rent 
year the export value of merchandise ex­ 
ported from San Francisco to the Orient 
were : To Hongkong.

Grape and Fruit Culturo in Sacramento 
County—The Kouud 
Builders. 


That Sacramento county w not a good 
wheat-growing countj has been recognized 
from the first settlement oí the State by 
Americans, .and since wheat has been the 
leading agricultural product raised for export 
and for money-making, this county has not 
been distinguished as a rich agricultural 
county. Her soil is not adapted to wheat 
culture, except in limited sections. Those 
sections lying along tbs American and Sacra­ 
mento rivers, it is true, produced sora# of 
the heaviest crops of 
wheat ever raised 
n 
the 
State 
in 
the 
early days of 
agriculture here, but it wa3 found after a few 
years’ experience in wheat culture on these 
deep rich bottoms that the straw grew t-.o 
heavy, and that the rust and smut attacked 
the wheat and rendered the crop too uncer­ 
tain. 
Wheat, as a crop, has been wholly 
abandoned now* on these rivers in the county. 
Fruit and the dairy business has been 
very successfully introduced and followed on 
these bottom lands, except near the city of 
Sacramento, where market gardening has 
been followed by Chinese, Portuguese and 
Italians very successfully. 
Back from the 
river bottoms the soil of the county is mostly 
of a red clay, mixed in places with gravel 
and decayed quartz. These uplands were 
formerly regarded of but little value, and 
were used mostly for sheep pastures. The 
surface soil is quite shallow and lies upon a 
hard pan of clay and marl. This hard pan 
is also, as a rule, quite thin, and below it 
there is an inexhaustable supply of pure, soft 
water at a depth from the surface of from 
six to twelve feet. The land, to a consider­ 
able extent, is rolling, or if fiat, has natural 
sloughs running through it, so that nearly all 
sections can, with a very little expo lire, be 
thoroughly drained. There are small vineyards 
and orchards in nearly every neighborhood in 
these sections of the county, and both, where 
moderate care has been bestowed upon them, 
are among the best producing in the State. 
The vineyards produce giapes that either for 
shipping, for the table or for wine, are not 
excelled by grapes produced in any other 
county in the State. For cherries, prunes, 
apricots, nectarines and the various kinds oi 
small fruits, as blackberries, raspberries and 
Btrawberries, no other section or county can 
excel, and very few equal, these red lands of 
Sacramento county. The fruit of these sec­ 
tions is not only among the finest in appear­ 
ance, but is highly flavored and commands 
the highest prices lor home consumption, for 
shipping and for can ring. Very much of the 
land we have described is used by its owners 
in raising wild oat, barley, wheat, and other 
cultivated hay, while some is sown biennially 
with barley or wheat and allowed to volun­ 
teer for hsy the second year. Very little so 
cultivated produces more than one crop of 
hay a year of from one-haif to a ton at a cut­ 
ting. 
For this kind of culture—the leaBt re­ 
munerative—this laud can hardly be said to 
be of 
secoDd quality, and hardly pays 
any profit to itH owners, and is yearly 
becoming less profitable. For fruit and grape 
culture we are not afraid to assert that these 
same lands are among the best in the State. 
The time has arrived now in California when 
fruit culture and grape culture have become 
the most profitable agricultural specialties, 
and instead of continuing to cultivate these 
lands in unprofitable crops they should be 
d&voted to the culture to which they are 
specially adapted and which will at once 
enhance their value from §25 or §30 to §250 
or §300 per acre. 
I t is a fact 
that 
Borne of the vineyards now bearing on 
these lands have this year p; id the interest 
on the lands occupied, at a valuation of one 
thousand dollars per acre, over and above all 
other expenses. Sacramento to-day is the 
best market in the State for fruit, or for 
grapes to be shipped or made into wine. 
Nine-tenths of the fruit and grapes shipped 
out of th- State are either packed at and 
shipped from Sacramento, or pass through 
Sacramento. Sacramento has also the best 
market for wine grapes, and the best facil­ 
ities for manufacturing them into wine or 
brandy of any other locality in the State. 
I t ia true that other localities have the Btaxt 
of Sacramento in facilities for canning fruit, 
but the advantages in shipping facilities have 
been more than a compensation for this dis­ 
advantage, and it may be stated that the 
reason why Sacramento has not been fore­ 
most in facilities for canning has been her su­ 
perior advantages for shipping. We can now 
state upon authority that a canning estab- 
ment will be erected and ready for operation 
before the next fruit harvest, and that the 
best skill and experience in the business will 
be supplemented by an abundance of capital 
and enterprise. There is uo reason, there­ 
fore, why Sacramento should not in the near 
future become the leading fruit-growing and 
raisin and wine and brandy-producing county 
in the State. No other county has such a 
combination of favorable circumstances, and 
no other people have greater inducements to 
take advantage of these circumstances. We 
would not urge people to abandon their 
present 
modes 
of 
farming 
at 
once 
and rush 
into fruit or grape 
culture 
with 
all 
their 
means 
and 
energy, 
but we would urge them to change their occu­ 
pations, that give them only a bare living 
and that gives to their lands but a nominal 
value, for an occupation that, if well con­ 
ducted, will secure them a handsome annual 
income and that will increase the value of 
their lands more than an hundred fold. We 
would counsel them, however, to make the 
change carefully, cautiously and gradually. 
Let a few less acres be sown to barley or a 
few less acres be devoted to hay crops this 
year, and let an orchard or vineyird, or both, 
be commenced on these few acres. 
L :t 
one or two wells be bored and as many 
windmills be erected. Let the ground be 
well prepared at the earliest opportunity, 
and the trees and vines of the best varieties 
be secured and planted ana then well attend­ 
ed and cultivated. 
Then another year 
enlarge the orchard and vineyard as circum­ 
stances will allow, continuing the old cultures 
to pay expenses till the new enterpris s 
shall be in condition to take their places. 
If 
we were 
to 
be aektd 
to 
specify 
the varieties of fruit we 
would advise 
planting of these Sacramento red lands we 
would name peaches, apricots, nectarines, 
plume, cherries and pears. 
We would not go 
exclusively into the culture of any one, but 
carry all along, so as to be ready to meet the 
demand for any one, and never be without a 
crop of some of the kinds when there ia 
money to pay for it. We would also pursue 
somewhat the same 
course with grapes, 
though not to the same extent. Wine or 
brandy and raisins will be the permanent 
paying crops from the future vineyards of 
California, as they have always been of every 
other grape-growing country. 
Determine, 
then, which branch of business, you will enter 
upon, and make oue or the other the leading 
or principal product, and the other as an al­ 
ternative or attendant. If we were to be 
asked for the varieties of grapes best to plant 
for table use, we would say the Black Prince. 
Flame Tokay. Muscat of Alexandria, Black 
Farrar and Emperor. 
If fór raí-in?, we 
would name the Beedless Sultana, Muscat 
Gordo and Muscatel. 
If wine be the object, 
wj wouh' plant the Zmfandel, Riesling, White 
Nice, Berger and Frontignan. We would 
not, however, render our vineyard for wine 
comparatively useless by trying to produce 
too many varieties. Determine as near as 
can be determiner!, by consultation with prac­ 
tical men, the variety of grape that will best 
bo adapted to your soil, and make this the 
loading variety, so as always to have enough 
of this kind to make it an object for bnyers to 
come for it and pay the best price to secure it. 
Probably the greatest mistake that wine­ 
growers in France have made is in planting 
the vinei too near together. 
In this way 
they have had only a stunted and sickly 
growth, and the soil has been exhausted and 
the viaes exp.-sed to diseases of various kinds, 
and finally the industry is being ruined. 
Let ns not make this mistake, but so plant 
our vineyards that they will live and thrive a 
century hence, and be an inheritance for gen­ 
erations to come after us. All land for vine­ 
yards should be cultivated say fifteen to 
twenty inches deep thoroughly, before the 
trenches for planting are made, and the 
trenches should be subsoiled still deeper, but 
the lower soil should not be thrown up to the 
surface. If there ba a hard pan with water 
below it, it will pay to bare a hole through 
the hard pan directly nnder where the vine 
or cutting is to be planted. The vines shonld 
ot be set nearer together than eight by ten 
faet. When once planted let deep and 
horough cultivation be the ’ n xceptional rule 
a d practice, no only_ while the vines are 
young, but always. Never let the soil set 
•r 
become baked, but always keep it 
1 >ose and clean of weeds. If not naturally 
thoroughly drained, so that no dead or stag­ 
nant water can stand on any part of it, then 


drain it by artificial drains so located as to 
d-sw ail water off before it becomes dead. 
The suggestions we have made upon cultiva­ 
tion for a vineyard are equally applicable to 
aa orchard, or to land planted in email frait3. 
If the farmers of Sacramento county would 
prosper, and make their county one of the 
richest in the State, let them adapt their 
cnlture3 to the soil they occupy and the other 
circumstances that surround them, and they 
will not be disappointed. 


7 lie Houud Builders. 
It is supposed that the Digger Indians were 
the builders of the many mounds that were 
located along the large and small riverain 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys. 
Wfcat their motives in building these mounds 
were are only a matter of conjecture, but it 
is generally conceded to have been safety 
to themselves and thtir scanty stores of 
provisions 
in 
times 
of 
high 
water. 
M -st of these old 
mounds have been 
thoughtlessly and carelessly destroyed by 
those who came into possa.-sion cf them. 
The few last winters have, however, illus­ 
trated the wish m of these mound-builders, 
and now the farmers along these rivers are 
following the example of the people that pre­ 
ceded them in the possession of the river 
banks. 
Quite a number of mounds are tow 
being bniit cn the Sacramento river, on the 
Yolo side, between Sacramento and Fremont. 
It is the intention of the builders to prepare 
a place < f safety fur thtir stock in case of ex­ 
treme high water, such as we had last winter. 
The plan generally adopted is to select some 
convenient place adjoining the levee, and on 
the laud bide build a mound, or extend the 
in3ide slope cf the levee back to a sufficient 
distance, and extending along the levee, to 
make room for all the stock to stand and be 
fed on while the highest water lasts. The 
place selected is near the barn or haystacks, 
so that the cattle may be fed hancily. A 
hundred feet up and cown the levee by an 
hundred 
feet 
back 
will 
make 
mcund 
enough 
to 
keep 
a 
large 
number of 
stock 
for 
a 
tew 
days, 
ar.d 
will 
save a great deal cf expose and inconven­ 
ience in moving cattle off to a natural place 
of safety. Many a farmer paid last winter 
for bringing his cattle off his place—to say 
nothing of the expense of keeping them after 
they were off and returning them —more than 
it would cost to build a mound on which they 
may «11 be kept in safety. The wonder is 
that the e farmers hav.e not built mounds be­ 
fore this, and a greater wooder is that all are 
not doing it now. I t is true, we are not cer­ 
tain of high water the coming winter, but it 
is equally true that we are not certain that 
the water may not be higher than ever be­ 
fore. The best way is to build the mound 
and be on the safe side. This may be an open 
winter and we may ro t have any very high 
water. If such shall be the case, the farmers 
along the rivers cannot do better than to em­ 
ploy every spare moment in building mounds 
for future rose.

Gold and silver in United States coiuage, 
when pure, are 1,000 fine ; or, by the old 
method, 24 carats fine. 
Except for jew 
elry, the old carat system is generally 
abandoned. 
The 
standard 
fineness of 
United States coin is 900 ; or, by the old 
system, 21 6 carats gold for coinage is re 
fined from 990 to 9974 fine, the inferior 
metal it then holds being pure silver, left 
for alloy. 
When alloyed with copper, the 
proportion of gold is in accordance with its 
fineness, or it must be 9G0 fine, or 9 10 
pure gold. 
Thus, suppose refined gold to 
be 990 fine, 10 11 parts gold ; 990 fine 
equals 9-10 parts 1,000 fine. 
W ith the 
silver and copper alloy, gold being 990 fine, 
the proportions for coin 900 fine would be 
9 10 pure gold, add 1-110 pure silver, add 
1-11 pure copper, equals standard coin ; or 
10 11 gold 990 flue, add 1-11 copper, equals 
standard coin. 
The mint value of one 
grain of gold 1,000 finéis .0430G63. 
Now 
the double eagle (§20) is 900 fine, its total 
weigjit in grkins being 51G. Of this weight, 
51.G grains, or 1 -10, is alloy, and 4G4 4 is 
pure metal. 
There is thus in a §20 piece 
§1S of pure gold. 


T e s t fop. W a t e r —A. B. L. writes to 
know if there is any simple test for ascer­ 
taining organic pollution in water. 
A sim­ 
ple test is to cork up a small bottle nearly 
full of it, in which a piece of lump-sugar 
has been put. 
If by thus excluding the 
air, and letting it stand in the light for two 
or three days, there is not a milky cloud 
seen, but the water remains clear, it may 
be considered free from the phosphates 
with which sewage-water is impregnated. 
To ascertain if water contains iron, take a 
glass of water and add to it a few drops of 
the infusion of nntgalls, or suspend a nut- 
gall in it by means of a thread for twenty- 
four hours. 
If iron be present, the water 
will become of a dark brown or black 
color. 
Prnssiate of potash is a still more 
delicate test for detecting iron. 
If a crys­ 
tal, or a drop of it, when dissolved, be 
added to a glass of water containing iron, 
it will immediately become of a blue color. 
To ascertain if water contains magnesia, 
take a quantity of the water and boil down 
to a twentietieth part of its bulk, then 
drop a few grains of carbonate of ammonia 
into a small glass of water. 
No magnesia 
will yet be precipitated ; but on adding a 
small quantity of phosphate of soda, if 
any magnesia be present it will then 
make its appearance and fall to the bottom 
of the glass. 
In this experiment it is 
necessary th at the carbonate of ammonia 
be in a neutral state.

This is a record of travel and observation 
in the countries of Moab, Gilead and Bashan. 
It is introduced by a paper written by Pro­ 
fessor Roswell D. Hitchcock, President of tho 
Uoion Theological Seminary, New York. 
The work is finely illustrated. Mr. Merrill, 
cn the 20‘h of October, 1874, wrs appointed 
the arct rs Jogist of the American Palestine 
Exploration Society, and sailed from New 
York on the 19th of June, 1875, arriving at 
Beirut, in Svria, on the 9th day of August. 
During 1875-77 he made four different expe­ 
ditions, of which the journal of but two is 
given at length in this work. December 23, 
Í875, he was placed in charge of the explora­ 
tion work, which he canied on until the 
summer of 1877, when he returned to 
America. He has since been retained by the 
society to write reports and assist Mr. Meyer 
in the preparation of the maps. 
During the 
two years that he was in the field, he la­ 
bored under the immediate advice ¡red direc­ 
tion of the Advisory Coin nittea in Beirut. 
This committee ia composed ot men familiar 
with many parts of Syria and Palestine. 
This brief statement will point the value of 
the work, which contains the record of 
the results of the explorations indicated.

essociationa 
belonging 
to 
the country east of the Jordan are rich 
and various. Two and a half of the twelve 
tribes that come out of Egypt under Mo8e3 
chose that side of the river for their home.

cessful rival. So extensive and various are 
our own collections that he who has not made 
a diligent search for himself can have no idea 
of their scope and character. In putting forth 
this volume wo do not understand the author 
to say that it is a complete treasury of Eng­ 
lish letters from the Lancastrian to the Vic­ 
torian era, but he has simply endeavored,

This ia a large volume by the late Bartlet 
Professor of Sacred Rhetoric in Andover 
Theological Seminary. 
It is really a work 
on rhetoric and logic, as applied especially to 
labors from the pulpit, and is an instructor 
in homiletics, a treatise especially for minis­ 
ters, but nevertheless so constructed as to 
present much to interest and instruct lay 
readers. 
From the publishers (the Century Com­ 
pany of New York) we have "S t. Nicholas,” 
the young folks’ magazine, for 1881. 
It is 
handsomely bound in two medium quarto 
volumes, in red, black and gold. 
The excel­ 
lence and attractiveness of Mrs. Dodge’s ad­ 
mirable periodical are too well known to call 
for any comment here. The volumes at hand 
are amoog the choicest of books that could 
be selected as holiday gifts for either boys 
or girls. 
Charles Scribner’s Son», New York, have 
published, and A. L. Bancroft & Co., San 
Francisco, have for sale, an Svo, volume en­ 


titled “ French Dramatists of the Nineteenth 
Century.” I t is by J. Brander Mathews, is 
a boldly just and accurate criticism of Hugo, 
Dumas, Scribe, Angier, Sardou, Feuiliet, 
Labiche and others, and contains also an es­ 
say on the Romantic Movement, and a 
brief chronology of the modern French 
drama. 
Professor Mathews is a clear writer 
of distinguished ability. His work occupies 
a field full of interest—a half-century ares, 
in which the romanticists and classicists met 
in battle array, and in which the latter were 
ground into the dust. 
He believes that iu the 
drama the French have mounted higher than 
in any other literary or scholarly walk, be­ 
cause the dramatic is the form best suited for 
the expression of certain qualities in which 
the Fierrch excel the men of other races.

It is, to be clearer, a series of lectures upon 
Christ’s sermon ou the mount, and treats of 
Christ’s doctrines of blessedness, of the 
Church, of fulfillment, of reconciliation, of 
asceticism, of words, of perfection, of wor­ 
ship, of prayer, wealth, sonship, society and 
character. 
One of the latest issues of D. Appleton & 
Co.’s (New York) International Scientific 
Series is Professor Sully’s admirable ps> etio­ 
logical study, “ Illusions.” I t takes a wide 
survey of the field of error, embracing iu its 
view not only the illusions of sense dealt 
with in treatises on physiological optics, etc , 
but also other errors familiarly known as 
illusions, and resembling the former in their 
structure and mode of origin. He keeps hr 
a strictly scientific treatment, or description 
and classification of acknowledged errors, 
and their explanation, by a reference io their 
psychical and physical conditions.

Newman Smyth’s book of discourses on the 
orthodox theology of to-day. It is a small, 
compact volume. The discourses were origin- 
a’ly prepared in answer to certain objections 
which had been argued against evangelical 
teaching in the columns of a secular news­ 
paper published in Quincy, 111., and which 
objections are often raised, iu various forme, 
as difficulties in the way of popular accept­ 
ance of the doctrines of the churches.

LATE 
RELIGIOUS 
AFFAIRS. 


George \V. Childs, of the Ledger, has 
presented tho Manasquan (N. J.) Presby­ 
terian Church with a handsome communion 
service worth §145. 
The only Methodists existing in 173S 
were W hitfield and the two Wesleys. Now 
the Methodists of the world—or the Church 
rather—claim to number thirty millione. 
The Rock River (III) Conference having 
expelled Rev. II. W. ThomaS for heresy, 
he has appealed to the Judicial Conference, 
but there seems to be little probability that 
the decision will be reversed. 
Robert Ingersoll objects to the publica­ 
tion of one of his infidel lectures along 
with a reply to it by Dr. Parker, of London. 
Brooklyn has nearly 300 churches, a 
church-seating capacity of about 100,000, 
and an actual church attendance of about 
50,000. 
Such is the statem ent of Rev. 
Mr. Pentecost, and it would seem rather 
to belittle the idea of a “ city of churches.” 
The American Missionary Association 
closed its fiscal year September 30th with 
a cash balance of §518 80. 
This is not 
large, but much better than a large deficit. 
The receipts for the year were §244,578 9G, 
and during September §30,417 94. 
One of the very successful speakers at 
the Methodist Ecumenical Council in Lon­ 
don was a colored man, Rev. G. C. Price, 
of the African Zion Methodist body. 
Dr. 
Marshall, a Mississippi delegate of the M. 
E. Church 
South, 
complimented 
him 
warmly. 
The Pope has given an intimation, ac­ 
cording to a Paris paper, that he may yet 
deem it proper to leave the Elernal City 
“ to protect the dignity and independence 
of the Pontificate, aad to save himseli from 
the party of revolution.” 
The Oneida community gives it present 
attention to the canning of vegetables, 
fruits, jellies and other industrial enter­ 
prises, and has Btopped bothering itself 
and disgusting its neighbors with “ in­ 
finites ” and the like. 
The reform appears 
to be radical, and to have come to stay. 
A Chicago church, in order to secure a 
Boston pastor, offered §5,000 as a bonus to 
aid in relieving the Boston church of its 
debts, provided the pastor will come. And 
he comes. 
This is a transaction which 
probably makes both churches happy, in a 
measure, and, of course, is much better 
than if only one were pleased. 


C o r n w a l l is .—Speaking of Yorktown, 
it is proper to do justice to the unfortunate 
British General. 
He was a man of high 
rank, and was bred to arms. 
He became 
a peer, and though a favorito with the 
King, opposed those measures which led 
to the revolution. 
W hen, however, his 
regiment was ordered to fight the colonies, 
he went earnestly into the service. 
He 
was highly efficient, and hence was placed 
in command of the forces in the South, and 
after a respectable degree of success, led 
to occupy Yorktown while awaiting orders. 
After the close of the revolution he was 
sent to India, where he redeemed his pre­ 
vious ill-fortune by a campaign of brilliant 
success. 
He conquered Tippoo, and ob­ 
tained by treaty an immense accession of 
territory to the British power. 
He then 
returned to London, and was appointed 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, where he re­ 
stored tranquillity. 
He was soon after­ 
ward made Governor-General of the East 
India Company, and went to India, where 
too close application to nis duties caused 
his death in 1805. 
He was born six years 
after W ashington, and died six years after 
him, and was, therefore, of the same age 
(69) at the time of his death. 
I t is evident 
that he was an able Boldier, notwithstand­ 
ing Yorktown, where he was placed under 
circumstances beyond control. 
Hence, de­ 
feat brought no dishonor.

OUE YOUNGSTERS. 


HOW TO FEED, CLOTHE, EXERCISE AND 
TRAIN THEM. 


Some Very Pointed Remarks About Some 
Very Interes lag M atters 
to Parents. 


Dr. Felix L. Oswald, in the “ Popular 
Science M onthly,” writes very - interest­ 
ingly of “ Physical Education,” in which 
he eaj’B : I know from personal experience 
the unspeakable advantage of having a 
constitutional p re d ic tio n for postponing 
the principal meal till the day’s work i* 
done. 
I t was the plan of the ancient 
Greeks, and to their followers every day is 
its own reward—the symposium, and the 
long, undisturbed siesta a daily festival. 
I t almost doubles a man’s working capac­ 
ity, by saving him the dire daily stru.-gle 
between duty and the after-diuner drowsi­ 
ness. 
Children who have tried the two 
methods will rarely hesitate in theirchoice. 
Give them a lunch at 12 o’clock, and for 
breakfast a crust of sweet bran-bread, the 
coarser the better. 
A hard crust is the 
best dentifrice. 
I never could get myself 
to believe in the natural necessity of a 
tooth-brush. 
The African nations, the 
Hindoos, the natives of Southern Europe, 
the South Sea Islanders, the Arabs, the 
South 
American vegetarians, in short, 
three-fourths of our fellow-meo, besides 
our next relatives, the frugivorous animals, 
have splendid teeth without sozodont. 
I 
really believe that ours decay from 


SHEER DISUSE, 
The boarding-house homo lives chiefly on 
pap—wants all his meats soft-boiled, and 
growls at cold buiscuit or an underdone 
potato; in other words, he delegates to the 
cook the proper functions of his teeth. 
We hear occasionally of old men getting a 
second, or rather third, set of teeth. 
I 
met one of them in northern Guatemala, 
and ascertained that ho had become tooth­ 
less during a twelve years’ sojourn in a 
seaport town, and that he got his new set 
upon his return to bis native village, where 
circumstances obliged him to resume the 
hard corncake diet of his boyhood years. 
His teeth had reappeared 33 soon as their 
services were called for, and would proba­ 
bly have never absented themselves if a 
pap-diet had not made them superfluous. 
An artificial dentifrice will certainly 


KEEP TIIE TEETH W HITE, 
But that does not prevent their premature 
decay. Disuse gradually softens their sub­ 
stance, till one flue day the hash-eater 
snaps his best incisor upon an unexpected 
piece of bone. 
Every old dentist knows 
hundreds of city customers whom the daily 
use of a tootS-brush did not save from the 
necessity of applying, before the end of the 
fortieth year, for a complete “ celluloid 
set.” 
I do not say that a soft tooth-brush 
and such dentifrices as oatmeal or burned 
arrowroot can do any harm, but, for sani­ 
tary’ purposes, such precautions must be 
supplemented by dental exercise. 
Let a 
child invigorate its teeth by chewing a 
hard crust, or, better yet, a bandful of 
“ St. John’s bread ” or carob beans, the 
edible pod of the Mimosa siiiqua. Children 
and whole tribes of the northern races seem 
to feel an instinctive desire to exercise their 
teeth upon some solid substance, as pet 
squirrels will gnaw the furniture if you 
give them nut-kernels instead of nuts. 
Thus Kohl tells us that the natives of 
southern Russia are addicted to the prac­ 
tice of chewing a vegetable product which 
he at first supposed to be pumpkin or 
melon seeds, but found to be the much 
harder seed of the Turkish sunflower ( He- 
lianthus perennis). 


THEIR NATIONAL DIET 
Consists of miik, kukuruz (hominy, with 
butter, etc.), and boiled mutton, and they 
seem to feci th at their Turkoman jaws 
need •om ething 
more substantial. 
The 
schoolboy habit of gDawing pen-holders, 
fingernails, etc., may have a similar signif­ 
icance. 
The Mimosa siiiqua would yield 
abundantly in our Southern States, and its 
sweet pods would make an excellent sub­ 
stitute for chewing-gum. 
Our practice of 
sipping ice cold and steaniiDg-hot drinks, 
turn about, has also a very injurious effect 
upon the brittle substance that forms the 
enamel of our teeth ; no porcelain glaze 
would stand such abuse for any length of 
time, and experience has taught hunters 
and dog-fanciers that it destroys even the 
bone-crushing fangs of the animal from 
which our caniue teeth derive their name. 
The first thing a child should learn is to 
ask for a drink of water. 
I have seen 
hand-fed children scream and fidget for 
hours together, as if troubled by some un­ 
satisfied want, but at the same time reject­ 
ing the milk-bottle and pap-dish with 
growing impatience. 
In nine such cases 
out of ten the D urse will cither resort to 
paregoric or try 


THE EFFECT OF A LULLABY. 
I need not say that the poison-expedient 
would be wrong under all circumstances, 
but, before you try anything else, offer the 
child a cup of cold water. 
To a young 
nursling the mother’s breast supplies both 
food and drink, but farinaceous paps re­ 
quire a better diluent than milk. 
If I 
should Dame the greatest danger to child­ 
hood, I would unhesitatingly say, medicine. 
A drastic drug as a remedial agent is Beel­ 
zebub in the role of an exorcist. 
Our nur­ 
sery system, after all reforms, is still far 
from being the right one—how far, we may 
infer from the fact th at we have not yet 
learned to make our babies behave as well 
as young aDimals. Tight-swaddling, strait- 
jacket gowns, and trailing petticoats—re­ 
straint, in short, makes our infants so 
peevish. 
If we would give them a chance 
to use their limbs they would have no time 
to Ecream. 
It would prevent innumerable 
diseases if people would learn to distin­ 
guish a morbid appetency from a healthy 
appetite. 
One diagnostic rule is this, that 
the gratification of the latter is not fol­ 
lowed by repentance; 
auother, th at the 
former has to be artificially and painfully 
acquired; 
OUR BETTER NATURE 
Resists the incipience of a morbid “ second 
nature. ' 
After acquitting nature from all 
responsibility for such factitious appetites, 
it may be justly said th at a man can find a 
road to health and happiness by simply 
following his instincts. 
Precocious pru­ 
rience is generally due to causes that can 
be avoided. 
If you can educate the young 
children at home and select their play­ 
mates, there is no real danger before the 
eleventh year of a boy and the ninth of a 
girl. 
After that the following precautions 
will suffice in all but the unluckiest cases : 
Let your children have plenty of oat-door 
play, especially in the evening. 
W ait till 
they are really sleepy before you send them 
to bed. 
Let every child have its own bed, 
or at least its own bedclothes. 
Keep your 
small boys out of th6 servants’ room, and 
your girls after their tenth jea r ; with 
girls under ten there is less danger ; they 
are quite sure to tell about any improper 
thing they see or hear, and the servants 
seem to know that instinctively. 
Do not 
leave them alone with elder children—not 
even with their own neighbors’ and rela­ 
tives’—till yon have 
safisfied 
yourself 
about the character of their new friends. 
NO NEED OF A PHRENOLOGIST 
To settle that point : the indications of a 
child’s propensities are not confined to the 
cranium. 
Vary the child’s diet with the 
season; put the flesh-pots aside when the 
approach of the summer solstice threatens 
the land with the temperatures and tem p­ 
tations of southern Italy. 
Let them avoid 
all greasy-made dishes when it is too warm 
to take much out-door exercise. 
And, if 
possible, cultivate their literary taste to 
the degree that enables them to appreciate 
the w it or the common-sense of an author 
as well as his imagination, and conse­ 
quently to loathe unmitigated absurdities. 
That alone will be an effectual safeguard 
against ninety-nine dime-novels ont of a 
hundred. 
In conclusion, I will add a short 
miscellany of hygienic rules and aphorisms. 
Early impressions are very enduring, and 
can make useful habits as well as evil ones 
a sort of second nature. 
In order to fore­ 
stall the chief danger of in-daor life, make 
your children love-sick after fresh a ir ; i 
make them associate the idea of fusty : 


rooms with prison-life, punishment and 
Bickness. 
OPEN THE WINDOW 
W henever they complain of headache or 
nausea ; promise them a woodland excur­ 
sion as a reward of exceptionally good be­ 
havior. 
Save your best sweetmeats for 
outdoor festivals. 
By the witchery of 
associated ideas a boy can come to regard 
the lonely ehade-tree as a primary re­ 
quisite to the enjoyment- of a good story­ 
book. 
“ Or, mes pensees ne. voident jamais 
aller qu' avec mes jambes," says Rousseau 
(“ Only the movement of my feet 6eema to 
set my brains a-going ”), and it is just as 
easy to think, debate, rehearse, etc., walk­ 
ing as sitting ; the peripatetic philosophers 
derived their name from their pedestrian 
proclivities, and the Stoic sect from their 
master’s predilection for an open porch. 
Children who have been brought up in 
hygienic homes not rarely “ feel as if they 
were going to be choked” iu* 
UN VENTILATED ROOMS, 
And I would take good care not to cure 
them 
of 
such 
salutary idiosyncrasies. 
Every observant teacher must have noticed 
the innate hardiness of young boys, their 
unaffected indifference to wind ami weath­ 
er. They seem to taka a delight in braving 
the extremes of temperature, and by sim­ 
ply indulging this penchant of theirs, chil­ 
dren can be made wea-her-proof to an 
almost unlimited degree; and in nothing 
e.se can they be more safely trusted to the 
guidance of their protective instincts. 
Do 
not be afraid that an active boy will hurt 
himself by voluntary exposure, uoiees Lis 
chances for out-door play are to rare as to 
tempt him to abuse the first opportunity. 
W eather-proof people are almost sickness- 
proof ; a merry bunting excursion to the 
snow-ciad highlands will rarely fail to 
counteract the consequences of repeated 
surfeits ; even girls who have learned to 
brave the winter storms of our N orth­ 
western prairies wiil afterward laugh at 
“ draughts ” and 
“ r a w m a r c h w in d s .” 
W inter is the season of lung-sff ctions, 
the larger part of them induced by long 
confinement in a vitiated atmosphere ■ the 
part caused by light winter clothes is 
smaller than most people imagine. 
I have 
weathered a good many winters witliont 
fur caps and woolen shawls, and I ascribe 
my immunity to the circumstance that my 
guardian made it a rule never to force us 
to wear such things. 
The Moslems rarely 
eat before they have washed their hands, 
and a rather unscrupulous frontier Turk 
assured me th at in his case the practice 
had nothing to do with superstition ; it 
had become a physiological habit, whose 
omission, he bad found, would produce a 
fit of very realistic nausea. 
In the same 
way more comprehensive ablations may 
become a physiological necessity ; there 
are people who owe their sound sleep-and 
other sound things to their inability to go 
to bed without a sponge bath. 
The babit 
can be formed in one summer. 


FAR 181 AN NOTES. 


The 
“ Record-Unlon ” 
C orrespondent la 
Paris W rites of C urrent Topics 
The R e c o r d U n io n Paris correspondent 
under date oi October 10:h, says : 
The French journals continue to be occu­ 
pied with incidents referring to the terrible 
crime which has deprived us of our noble 
President. 
Anecdotes are related of Gen­ 
eral Garfield’s life, of his literary tastes 
and habits, besides 
different incidents 
attendant on Guiteau’s imprisonment, his 
narrow escape from death, his approaching 
trial and the excited state of the people's 
mind, who are im patient for the accom­ 
plishment’of justice. 
Many journals have 
reproduced a letter 
from 
Guiteau 
in 
the original handwriting, and the horror 
which his terrible act has produced still 
fills the public mind. 
In fact, had the 
deed been committed at their own door and 
on the person of their own President, th tir 
indignation could not be greate.' nor their 
regret more sincere. 
A friend who has 
just returned from England informs me 
that the event has very much occupied the 
English people ; th at numerous American 
Hags are still Eeen draped in mourning, and 
that to Mine. Toussand’s remarkable col- 
kction of renowned personages have been 
added the wax-figures of both General 
Garfield and Guiteau. 
THE PEOPLE 
Already familiar with the gallery flock in 
crowds to see these late additions, and the 
street is lined with elegant carriages w ait­ 
ing until their owners should have satisfied 
their curiosity. 
General Garfield, in a suit 
of black, stands alone, his right hand in 
the breast of his coat, and apparently in 
the attitude of making a speech. 
Ilis 
face is both handsome and intellectual, yet 
be is represented somewhat too young for 
his years, and the smooth wax face seems 
to lack in expression such character as is 
attributed to him. 
Mine. Toussand of late 
year3 is not alway’s as successful with her 
artistic efforts as in the days when the emi­ 
nent artist modeled with her own hands 
the wonderful portrait of Voltaire. 
The 
wax figure of Guiteau is to be found in that 
mysterious, naif lighted hail called the 
Chamber of Horrors, occupied by the as­ 
sassins. 
He is of very low etature, and so 
blonde th at he seems to belong to the race 
of Norwegians. 
lie stands almost in the 
center of the room, aud as he has a hat od 
his head, is usually taken for a visitor mak­ 
ing his round of inspection. He ia dressed 
in a gray suit, and the hat he wears is a 
gray felt, his face is pale and emaciated, 
and he resembles somewhat a Quaker 
preacher. 
One hand he extends in front of 
him, while the other holds a pistol behind 
his back, and the piclure is suggestive of 
tco much sorrow to a nation to be dwelt 
upt n. 
THE CELEBRATION AT YORKTOWN. 
The French are much interested in the 
centennial celebration of Yorktown, and 
the departure and arrival of their delegates 
have been especially noted. 
Among the 
number is Felix Regamey, a distinguished 
artist, who has been Bent to America on 
this occasion by the M inister of the Beaux- 
Arts. 
Two years ago he was delegated by 
the Minister to study the instruction in 
drawiDg given in America. 
He is not only 
an artist of talent, but also an indefati­ 
gable traveler, and spent a long time in 
Japan with the savant, Mr. Guimet, which 
sojourn has been recounted in a most in­ 
teresting manner in a book due to the col­ 
laboration of the two travelers. 
Felix 
llecamey has been charged to reproduce 
for the museum of Versailles the principal 
incidents of the grand fete of Yorktown. 
Those who have had the good fortune to 
visit this most interesting museum will re­ 
member thftt the walla of one entire rcom 
are devoted to the reproduction of the 
battles of the American revolution, in 
which Lafayette and Rochambeau gloriously 
figure to the honor of the French flag. 
It 
is a disappointment to the Americans to 
perceive th at therein W ashington cuts a 
rather small figure, and th at the important 
feats are attributed to the French Gen­ 
erals ; but it is nevertheless a great satis­ 
faction to read the history of our own coun­ 
try, which is the history of the struggle 
for liberty, as pictured on the walls of the 
palace of Versailles, the former abode of 
Kings and Emperors, of despotism and 
tyranny. 
THE BRIDGE ACROSS THE ENGLISH CHANNEL. 
Engineers are again agitating the subject 
of the construction of a gigantic bridge 
across the channel from France to England, 
and those who have seen the plans, cut and 
elevation of the project consider the under­ 
taking a feasible one, and have every con­ 
fidence in its realization. 
However, the 
tunnel has a step in advance of the advo­ 
cates of the bridge, and no longer consists 
of plans and projects, but is at present 
regularly worked in two galleries already 
begun—one in Eogland and the other 
in 
France—which 
have 
attained 
a 
length of 1,800 meters in France and 
1,600 in England. 
The work is continued 
under the best conditions possible ; and 
when the galleries of trial shall be alto­ 
gether terminated, when all the necessary 
experiments shall have been made and the 
results carefully examined, the great work 
can be continued and the piercing of the 
rest undertaken. 
The subterranean gal­ 
lery ia to be 29 kilometers in length, and 
it is supposed th at it will require six years 


to complete this gigantic enterprise, when 
the Btomachs which dread the sea will be 
able to go to London without haring any 
intimate discussion with their breakfast.

His 
partners do not, I fancy, expect him to do 
much. He is known as the ornamental 
member of the house ; he is bright and 
decidedly showy. Aren’t his brown hair 
and reddish whiskers magnificently ar­ 
ranged ? And did yon ever see a dress coat 
and trousers fit better ? The tails of his 
coat hang ideally. Hi3 clothes have made 
the fortune of his Fifth-avenue tailors. 
Fall Hall swells now send orders to them. 
After all, there are no tailors like those of 
New York. 
“ I want to introdaco you to my friends, 
especially to those I have pointed out. 
They include a variety of character, and 
may entertain youat least. You must n’t be 
too critical, Goodwin. It is a bad way to 
begin life. Take the world as it comes. 
It’s a pretty poor world, I admit. If I’d 
attempted to make a world myself, I’d have 
done better, or have given up the job. 
Nature does as well as she can, doubtless ; 
but she’s limited, like every thing else ; and 
we mustn’t expect too much of her. Take 
my arm, please, and we’ll go the round. 
We'll commence with the ladies. Where's 
Miss Royden ? O, I see her, chatting with 
Yardley. She’s escaped for the moment, 
from her Gallic griffin.” 
Osear Goodwin was twenty-nine — be 
looked rather older, perhaps, from a sober 
temperament and a habit of reflection—and 
was a Californian in the accepted sense. 
He had not been born in the Golden State, 
but in Syracuse, New York, and had gone, 
as a child of six, with his father, then three 
years a widower, to the Pacific coast in 
185S. The elder Goodwin was a genu­ 
ine American. He had been educated 
at a country academy7; he was a man of 
good mind and excessive energy, but lack­ 
ing somewhat in stability. He studied law 
in Utica, and might have made a success 
at the bar, had he not grown impatient at 
what seemed to him very slow progress. 
He married a pretty, intellectual, fragile 
girl before he had any financial reason for 
assuming such responsibility, and found it 
needful to try something more lucrative 
than the law. He went into merchandise ; 
speculated considerably, and lost every­ 
thing, when he was the father of three 
children, the oldest, Oscar. 
The two 
youngest, always delicate, soon died, and 
their mother did not long survive. 
Alone in the world with his boy, Ed­ 
ward Goodwin resolved to go to California 
as a new land of promise. He had varied 
fortunes there ; made money again and 
again and lost it ; wa3 by turns 
merchant, lawyer, journalist, peddler, 
miner, speculator, and 
finally again 
became a merchant in Sacramento. By for­ 
tunate speculations in grant lands, by rapid 
turning of his means, aud by seizing upon 
the advantages afforded by that era when 
agriculture in the Golden State began to 
feel the impetus that subsequently made 
it the chief industry of the coast, he 
made half a million in his varied oper­ 
ations. Once more turning his atten­ 
tion to mines, he was directing the work 
of one of them in the Sierra range, 
when he interfered, being naturally chival­ 
rous, to protect the mistress of a notorious 
Irish desperado, who had already knocked 
her down. 
He was unarmed ; but in the 
passionate indignation of the moment, he 
struck the fellow in the face, and was shot 
dead with a revolver in the hands of the 
cowardly ruffian. The rough but justice- 
loving miners gave a short shrift and a long 
rope to the Irishman, and a thousand dol­ 
lars in gold dust to the poor woman, and 
sent her to San Francisco. 
Oscar was then thirteen. Friends interest­ 
ed themselves in the boy, to whom the pa­ 
ternal estate secured §50,000, which was 
securely invested. 
He left the Cali­ 
fornia metropolis not long after, and 
entered Harvard University. Having been 
graduated with honors at nineteen, he 
spent some time in traveling through his 
own country, and then decided to study in 
Germany, not so much, perhaps, from a 
love of learning as from a sense of uncer­ 
tainty respecting the profession or pursuit 
he should adopt. He spent a year at Bann, 
and went afterward to Berlin, where he 
learned, he said, more of human nature 
than of science or philosophy. Still unde­ 
cided as to his future, he lounged for years 
about Europe; visited the Far E ast; 
twice circumnavigated the globe, and 
finally resolved to return to his native land 
and fit himself for the law, for which he 
had made various general studies abroad. 
He had made the acquaintance in Paris 
of Dr. Charles Archer, who claimed to be 
attending medical lectures there, and sub­ 
sequently saw a good deal of him in \ i- 
enna and Switzerland. 
Archer had 
unquestionable talent with a special 
aptitude for his profession ; but he had an 
income of about §8,000 a year-just 
enough, as he often' declared, to make a 
man lazy without rendering him materially 
comfortable. He had an office in Thirty- 
fourth street, and his hours were from 10 
a. m. to 1 p. m., at which hours, his 
friends said, he was sure to be somewhere 
else. His knowledge of medicine was 
considerable—he had contributed several 
valuable papers to the medical journals— 
and he talked ably and eloquently on hy­ 
giene and therapeutics. 
But he sadly

it was abominable to make them worse

Then he ceased to laugh at 
physic and physicians, holding that faith 
and imagination in the patient were more 
conducive to a cure than the greatest skill 
of the doctor. 
Archer and Goodwin had from the first 
been mutually attached, as much, maybe, 
by difference as by likeness of tempera­ 
ment and character. Although the doctor 
was, as has been said, somewhat his friend’s 
senior, the latter seemed older than he was, 
his diversified experience and early orphan­ 
age having given him undue maturity. 
When they met at the Northrup reception, 
Goodwin had been several years admitted 
to the New York bar, and there was a sign 
in Pine street, “ Oscar Goodwin, Attorney 
and Counselor at Law.” His practice was 
not extensive ; but .he had distinguished 
himself in several cases, and might have 
had considerable business, had he had more 
ambition. He admitted he was deficient 
in this, but was fond of inquiring “ What 
is the use of ambition ?” 
It was Dearly midnight when the two 
left the residence of Thomas Northrup, in 
Madison avenue, to walk home in the clear, 
crisp December air.

His man­ 
ners are good in a conventional sense—very 
good. 1 admit that. But there is some­ 
thing behind them which I instinctively 
distrust. I can’t say precisely what it is, 
though it is very sensible to me. I do not 
aud cannot believe him what he assumes 
to be. He has the outgiving, to my mind 
—call it prejudice or not—of an adventur­ 
e r; and I shall never be able to put any 
confidence in him. He appears to be mas­ 
querading all the time.” 
“ He talks well, certainly. What excel­ 
lent Euglish he uses.” 
“ Excellent indeed. I’ve rarely known 
a Frenchman to speak with so little 
accent—it is scarcely perceptible. In fact, 
it struck me as better than his French. 
You may laugh at my criticism ; but you 
know that I’ve lived a good deal in Paris, 
and my ear is tolerably quick. Some of 
the Count’s French pronunciations have al­ 
most a foreign sound. I noticed it par­ 
ticularly when he made a quotation from 
Racine. He is inclined to pedantry—don’t 
you think so ? He is a little too fond of 
talking learnedly, of speaking of his passion 
for literature.” 
“ Yes, he is, Goodwin. To be frank, 
he impresses me very much as he does 
you ; and, like you, I can’t tell why. He 
is greatly liked, especially by women, at 
least by some women. I know others who 
can’t bear him.” 
“ It is their instinct which repels them, 
I am sure.” 
“ But how about the instinct of the 
women who detest him ? Haven’t they 
instinct, too ?” 
“ Doubtless, they have, doctor; but 
their instinct must be at fault.” 
“ Of course. We men think a woman’s 
instinct correct only when she reflects our 
prejudices. There’s a vast amount of sham 
about woman’s instinct aDyhow. Because 
she doesn’t reason, it is gallant to say she 
depends on her instinct. The fact is she 
obeys her impulses in everything, and they 
are more apt to lead her wrong than right. 
Woman’s instinct may be as good as man’s 
reason ; but the man who reasons is one in 
ten thousand. By the by, how do you like 
Miss Royden, after making her acquaint­ 
ance ?” 
“ I can scarcely tell, Archer. Iu truth, 
she puzzles me. On the whole, she scarcely 
equals my preconception. Her face con­ 
veys more than her speech. To talk with 
her is a disappointment. She suggests 
something that she does not redeem. I 
fancy she is rather cold, negative, indeed. 
I tried hard to interest her by talking of 
subjects which women of culture are usu­ 
ally enough concerned with ; but I failed 
entirely. She replied chit fly in monosyl­ 
lables. I’m inclined to think that she con­ 
siders me a bore; and I dread the idea of 
boring anybody. I may be mistaken about 
her. It may be the adverse influence of 
the Count, who was near her all the time, 
that affected her unfavorably.

Perhaps 
when you understand her, you will like her 
better.

She does not pin her 
soul on the front of her gown, along with 
her ribbons. You’re too sentimental to 
understand her. Nothing so blinds a man 
respecting women as sentiment—or rather, 
so distorts his vision. To judge them im­ 
partially, one should have made up his 
mind never to marry. The bachelor habit 
of mind is a great aid to discrimination.” 
“ It pleases you, doctor, to speak of me 
as a sentimentalist, though I am very far 
from being one. I haven’t half a3 much 
sentiment as I ought to have. The circum­ 
stances of my life have stifled it, probably. 
Much knocking about the world has aged 
and hardened me prematurely." 
“ I know you think so, Goodwin. The 
werst of all sentimentalists is he who be­ 
lieves himself destitute of sentiment.

RIVER WATER. 


IS IT FIT FOR DOMESTIC 03EST- 
WHAT POLLUTES If? 


Effect of Mining on the Elver Water— 
Analysis of Sacramento River 
Water—Cesspool System. 


The following paper is by a well known 
chemist of this city who has given several 
months of study to an analysis of the waters 
of the Sacramento river: 
Last winter, in the month of February, 
when the river was very high, a chemicai 
analysis was made of the Sacramento river 
water which supplier our city, and this anal­ 
ysis was published. Having decided to take 
another analysis when the river was very low, 
in order to compare results of high and low 
water, I commenced the work August 15th, 
at 9:-fo a. si., by taking the specific gravity or 
danrity of the water at a temperature of 
19.5° O. (67.1° F.), and found it to be 
1.0001814. taking pure dL-tilied water as 1 
The specific er tvity of the previous analysis 
showed 1 000CG8, which, oa comparing, will 
be found somewhat less on removing sus­ 
pended matter. The reason of this was 
explained, for although the water held more 
foreign matter suspended, it was yet less ast­ 
il rah it, or more diluted when comparing 
quootiiy, than in the present instance of in­ 
vestigation. This refers to the salts that any 
river, spring or well-',vat-r may cairy iu sclu 
tion, and which cannot be freed by filtration, 
but nisy be removed by precipitation with 
other bodies if it becomes necessary. 
OF THE SUSPENDED MATTER 
Of two samples of one liter each (1,000cubic 
centimeters), taken at an interval of about 
ten days. thtr= were found 0.1412 grams and 
0.1050 irrams, the average being 0 1231 grams 
or 0 5593 grains per gallon -8.C32 grains va 
38 196 g tins of tolerable clear w iter, in last 
analysis one sample even of motiet&tely pmo 
water produciog 373 013 grains per gallon. 
In tiii-r attempt, a third lire.-, a few days ago, 
showed somewhat higher results again, going 
up to 0.1523 grams of suiD-uded matter. In 
the latter, the solid matter (debris) was chemic­ 
ally examined, and after leaching out the 
Urge quantity of ir m is a stata of ferric ox­ 
ide (ÍV203) it leaves only a whitish gray 
powder, very fiuely divided, which may con­ 
sist of Biliea (Si02), lime (OaO), alumina 
(.41203), etc. 
Iu the 
previous 
at­ 
tempts the salts in solution and tin- 
suspended matter were both calculated as 
solid matter, but in 
present analysis s 
separation h3s been effected, and there was 
found in one ¡Per of water 0,180 grams (180 
milligrams) of salts, heating them previous 
to weighing to 110° C (230° F.) The 0 180 
grams per liter 
12 647 grains of dry salts 
per gallon, being now 8 632 grains + 12 647 
grains = 21.279 grains against 38.196 and 
373 023 grains (slumgullion) of last winter. 
There is no d ubt that, although the sus­ 
pended matter has been diminished for lea- 
8'ius well known, the ealts in solution have 
increased, for more time is given to take up 
the salts from the earth, as now the water 
correspondingly passes over it slower. Not 
only does the ground give up its salts to the 
water, but as 
THE VOLUME OF WATER 
Is now far less than last winter, any foreign 
or organic matter derived from man or beast, 
finding its way into the river, will compar­ 
atively be adding much more dangerous ma­ 
terial than at high-water mark, even if the 
quantities of such rejections were of the same 
all the year round. That some such material 
finds its way into the river may be looked 
upon as a positiva fact, as the analysis will 
show. Whether all derived from that source 
is the question, and one that concerns 
almost every person who uses tbe 
water. There may be a time when there 
is far more danger lurking in a glass of water 
to the so-called ''temperance man ” than in 
a glass of beer. The latter beverage has been 
subjected to a heat of 212° F. for some time, 
and thereby all organic germs de-troyed, aDd 
much of the solid matter precipitated while 
in the act of boiling, while in the much 
praised and apparently pure water all the 
dangerous material remains to act upon the 
system, and in cholera time, or during similar 
contagious epidemics, when the human re­ 
jections find their way into the rivers 
used by cities as drinking water, much 
mischief can be dons, and of this from 
reliable authorities the past informs us. 
As long as hydraulic n-iniog pollutes our 
drinking water it will not only give us the 
usual quantity of the so-called “ slickenr,” 
which after all can be separated by filtration 
or partially by settling, but it must be clear 
to any person of ordinary intelligence that 
when virgin soil, lying inactive for centuries, 
19 VIOLENTLY DISTURBED 
By water as in the act of hydraulic mining, 
the salts that the ground holds will be token 
up by the water, or in other words, the earth 
bo lixiviated of its salts as the water finds 
the lower levels and finally the rivers. 
Therefore, just as the mining interest 
would extend itself in that branch, just so 
would the salts in the rivers correspondingly 
increase in proportion, until we may have 
mineral water right at our doors, only not 
exactly of the kind to restore health, or de­ 
sirable for every-day purposes. This refers 
entirely to the solution or salts, not the pre­ 
cipitated or filtered off earthy matter. 
THE ANALYSIS. 
There has been found in the water under in­ 
vestigation the following : Chlorine (01), sul- 
phurieacid (803), phosphoric acid ( ), carbonic 
acid (C02), lime (OaO), magnesia oxide 
(ilgO), silica (8i0'2), iron either as FeO or 
Fe203, (trace), nitric acid (trace) (N203), 
nitrous acid (trace) (N203). ammonia (NH3) 
(trace), sodium oxide (Na20), potassium 
oxide (IÍ20). The ammonia and nitroui 
acid did not show themselves constant, but 
sometimes gave traces, and at other attempts 
not. As the reagents for nitric and nitrous 
acids and ammonia are exceedingly sensitive, 
particularly Nessler1» reagent for ammonia, 
where one drop in a gallon of water would 
produce immediate coloration in a test-glass of 
50 CC, it is necessary to carry on the experi­ 
ments in an atmosphere where no ammonia 
can be found, in order to be quite positive. 
The last three chemical combinations having 
their origin principally from organic matter, 
are consequently 
NOT DESIRABLE 
In any good drinking water, and special atten­ 
tion must be paid to them in ail water analy­ 
sis of this class, and looked upon as injurious. 
The acid3 in this analysis have been noted 
down as anhydrous, the metals as oxides, 
and chlorine, ammonia and carbonic acid as 
gases; in a free state there may be added 
nitrogen and oxygen as common air, and 
probably carbonic acid to a certain extent. 
These bodies are, however, not thus found, 
but having ascertained chlorine, for instance, 
it is to be associated with sodium if also 
found in it. The surplus of either is by 
atomical calcu’ations annexed to another 
oxide or gas which stands next in order or 
hag the most affinity for it. Say sulphuric 
acid is discovered and lime, forming new 
sulphate of litne (gypsum). If there is an 
excess of sulphuric acid still, or of lime, it 
may, in the latter case, be related to chlorine 
as a chloride, or to carbonic acid as a carbon­ 
ate. Sometimes the association is somewhat 
perplexing, and not in all cases may one be 
quite positive. Chlorine associated with 
sodium and potassium, sulphuric acid in asso­ 
ciation with the same metals, phosphoric 
acid annexed to sodium, ammonium, calcium 
and magnesium, are all found, with other 
matter, in the liquid rejections of the human 
baiug as well as of the animal. Ab the 
analysis has been frequently made, the quan­ 
tities of these excrements are well known; 
therefore, of late, chemists desiring some 
knowlege in regard to 
POLLUTION OF DRINKING WATER, 
From the source mentioned, simply ascer­ 
tain the quantity of chlorine the water holds 
in solution as a salt, and from the quantity 
of this gas the quantity of the metal sodium 
is calculated by atomical weight, combining 
precisely with its equivalent, thus: Cl : 
NaCl = (say) 1.23 : x x - NaCl x 1.23 j- 
35 5, putting down the atomics! weight, or 
58.5 x 1.23 -r 35.5 = 2.02 NaCl, sodium chlo­ 
ride. Knowing the quantity, the other im­ 
purities from that source may be approxi­ 
mately calculated, if one was quite sure that 
they really come from that quarter. But 
the sulphuric acid may be derived from a 
copper mine (copper redaction by cementa­ 
tion), the chloride from some works where 
the chlorination process is carried on, and 
where the dischargee of these works find their 
way into the rivers. Salts will now be 
formed if tbe bases are in it, and in some 
cases for tbe benefit of tbe water, and tbe 
people that use it; precipitates are also 
caused, removing the undesirable substance 
formed to the bottom of the river. 
A* it is a very tedious and even somewhat 
costly affair to cairy out a complete quan­ 
titative analysis of river water, only the 
chlorine was ascertained and the scdium it 
binds, according to atomical weight above 
stated. The chlorine in 1 liter consists of 
O.OG37 grams (3 7 milligrams), and from this 


the readers may judge our water when_com­ 
paring analysis given of that of other cities ; 
also the salts found in one liter on evapora­ 
tion. If one liter contains 3.7 milligrams 
Cl, a gallon of water will have 16.8 milligrams^ 
and this quantity of chlorine will bind 27 7 
milligrams of sodium, as chloride (f sodium 
(NaCl) or cooking salt. I beg the reader to 
pay attention to the quantity of chlorine 
i..and in milligrams per liter; in this case 
0.0037 grams or 3.7 milligrams, when com­ 
paring it with the undermentioned analysis, 
and tbe salts in our water are 180 milligrams 
per liter.

The- cities average from 3 to 538 salts 
per liter and from — to 3 and from 
there to 76 milligrams chlorine. In con­ 
nection with the preceding, there may 
be added what some scientific men think who 
paid attention to the purity of water n ed by 
cities for all purposes, and what c'-netitutei a 
rood and bad quality. Professor Forster 
thinks that iu cholera epidemics ?ny human 
rtjections finding th ir wty into water uied 
by cities for drinking purposes is liable to 
spread tbe disease, and iu fact physicians and 
men of science appear to be quite positive on 
the subject. He looks upon any river or 
creek wish suspicion, into which human ex­ 
crements or animal organism find their way. 
Profess r Lindwurm aud Professor Petten- 
kofer (the latter a noted authority) are of tbs 
same opinion, and say. before all things, 
water used for household purposes must not 
be polluted by human excrements, or anv 
animal organism, rubbish or waste. Accord- 
to Reichardc, ANIMAL MATTER 
Is soon decompjsed iu flowing water, falling 
into carbonic acid, ammouiu, nitrous and 
nitric act dr, aud if decomposed the quantity 
will show its source. If the ground over 
which the liquid flows is not already satu­ 
rated, the phosphates and ammonia are re­ 
tained by the soil. The chlorine or chlorides, 
nitrates, nitrites and sulphates find theirway 
info the rivers. 
He considers 8 milli­ 
grams chlorine per liter as too much 
for good water; others place the quantity 
still higher. 
He is also of the opinion 
to—u.?e only 2—4 milligrams permanganate 
of pitash (K2MuC4) to discolor a liter of 
water, or 4 milligrams K2MnU4 is the rquiv- 
aleut of 20 milligrams organic matter. W ben 
6-10 mildgramsof the chameleon solution are 
u-ed or needed the water should be rejected. 
Tha»tests I made with 3 milligrams perman­ 
ganate of potash retained the liquid (alkalic) 
colored for quite a while, and only by adding 
oxalic acid coaid the coloration be removed 
immediately. Tbe quantity of organic mat­ 
ter lias not been ascertained, but I consider 
it very small. The labor connected with 
titration requires c nsidirabie preparation, 
and the burnin: process I consider entirely 
incorrect, as stated in the last analysis, when 
to a certain extent it was adopted as a crude 
teat. Tne microscopic examination only 
showed the crystallized salts and no organism, 
but upon this point I woul i not be positive, 
as it requires a powerful instrument, aud 
miue is not such a one. The degree of hard­ 
ness of the water was not taken, for the wa­ 
ter is soft, and this shows that it contains 
little lime aud magnesia salts. 
IN CONCLUSION 
I will stat9 what cm stituus pure water for 
household purpose?. It must be colorless, 
transparent ard without smell. The tem­ 
perature during the seasons should not change 
it to any crest extent. It must contain hut. 
little organic matter, and possess only a email 
quantity of chlorides, sulphates and nitrates. 
It should not be too hard, and particularly 
upon this point not contain a large quantity 
of magnesia ealts i:t eolation. The Vienna 
Commission ou drinking-water limits the 
alkali salts to 0 180 grams, or 180 milligrams, 
just what was found iu the sum total of all 
salts in this attempt. The third report of an 
English Commission “ on the pollution of 
rivers” is strongly opposed to any water used 
for household purposes h Idiug nitrates, 
nitrites and ammonia, for they are proved to 
have mostly originated from organic matter. 
In this connection I may venture to say, that 
considering the porous condition of our soil 
and the cesspool system we have adopted 
iu this city to get rid of eupetfluoos matter, 
any water in a shallow well, and any deep 
well not carefully tubed from top to bottom, 
roust be looked upon with suspicion in spite 
of the water appearing inviting to tbe eye. 
It may be expected that 
THE CESSPOOL SYSTEM 
Adopted here sooner or later will cause trou­ 
ble. When the ground becomes saturated 
the trouble begins ; but even now the cooped 
up gases will leak out, ignoring patent traps 
and plumbers’ ingenuity, and when once re­ 
leased the pestilential smell spreads ia every 
direction. I look upon pure water, pure air 
and glorious sunshine as great blessings to 
mankind. The first two by wise provisions 
may be improved, and the first makes pure 
the next, for foul water produces foul air. 
Our water is fair, but it can and should be 
made better.

N o te.—Since the preceding analysis was 
finished, our water has increased iu chlorine 
and again become more turbid. To the 
latter we have become accustomed, and ws 
have also & method to remove the suspended 
matter. For the organic matter in solu­ 
tion now there is no remedy, unless the 
people who reside above ns are prevented 
from making graveyards of our rivera. If 
the people quietly submit to drinking water 
which has been polluted by throwing into it 
its useless dogs, as is done in Red Bluff, and 
matter from the sewer at the State Prison at 
Folsom, then we may as well take our slum­ 
gullion a trifle more condensed, in preference 
to the decomposed matter of dead animals 
aud rtjections of man. It seems to me that 
the purity of our drinking water concerns 
our temperance peo-jle not a little, for if it 
is once well known that our river can be per­ 
mitted to be uee 1 as stated above, many of 
the lukewarm followers will take refuge in 
drinkiDg beverages stronger, but purer, than 
a decoction of slickens, dead dogs, and the 
refuse of animal and mao.

From the beginning of the contest over 
the debris question, tbe R e c o rd U n io n 
has set before itself a clear and well-defined 
policy, and has adhered to it through good 
and evil report. 
T hat policy was to seek 
the greatest good of the greatest number ; 
to advocate whatever was best calculated 
to preserve all the interests involved, and 
to deprecate whatever course seemed to 
tend solely toward the destruction of 
either. 
W e never ignored the difficulty of 
this policy. 
W e fully perceived from the 
very outset that a resolute determination 
to hold the balance even would bring 
down upon us the anger of extremists on 
both sides, and that it would be impossible 
to satisfy tbe expectations of either fools 
or fanatics by such a course. 
But we had 
sufficient faith in the ultim ate soundness 
of the popular judgment to feel confident 
that a journal which labored in a siDgle- 
miuded and straightforward way to secure 
the best that the situation afforded for both 
sides, with a dominant view to the best 
good of the entire community, would be 
appreciated and given credit for honesty of 
purpose. 
W e have thus far had no reason 
to doubt the justice of our prevision 
We have, as we expected, been misrepre­ 
sented, vilified, accused of selling out, 
first to one and then to the other party. 
But w hat comforts us in the midst of ali 
'^ h is hubbub of paltry detraction is, that 
however much we have been abused, our 
positions have never been confuted. 
I t is not to extremists th at we address 
ourselves, but to th at cool and dispassion­ 
ate element which constitutes the stamina 
of either party. 
To this element we have 
been content to appeal, and because wo 
relied upon its sagacity we have felt strong 
enough to ignore and pass unregarded the 
buzz of journalistic gnat3 that cannot dis­ 
tinguish between impartiality and venality. 
The position of the R e c o rd U n io n on the 
general issue has never been ambiguous, 
however. 
W e have never doubted, or ex­ 
pressed a doubt, tiiat the hydraulic miners 
were bound to take care of their taiiiugs. 
We have always maintained that the resi­ 
dents of the valley were entitled to pro­ 
tection against the injurious deposition of 
mining debria upon their lands. 
We have 
always denied the right of the miners to 
destroy the navigability of the rivers. But 
we have not gore with those who, in the 
absence of all evidence, have jumped to 
the conclusion that no remedy remained 
but the absolute and perpetual cessation of 
hydraulic mining. 
We have recognized 
the equities of the miners as well as the 
farmers, and we have insisted that, if 
possible, some method should be devised 
which would afford the farmers protection 
without necessitating the abandonment of 
the mines. 
To this end we indorsed and warmly 
supported the Drainage Act, which we 
still hold to have provided the only rational 
method of dealing with the debria ques­ 
tion that baa yet been devised. 
And be­ 
cause 
we 
knew the uncertainty and 
tediou3ness and heavy expense of litiga- 
gation, we deprecated that course, and 
when the Drainage Act fell through we 
suggested a compromise outside, of the 
Courts. 
In all this we can fearlessly refer 
the public to cur record, and assert that 
we have never take any position which had 
not the most powerful considerations of 
public interest to justify it, and that from 
first to last we have pursued a course 
which has 
had for its object the best 
good of the 
whole community. 
We 
have invariably and unhesitatingly told 
the tru th 
as 
it appeared 
to us at 
all times. 
W hen the 
miners under­ 
took to defy the injunctions of a Court 
of 
law we censured their course, and 
gave them to understand that they could 
expect no help from this journal under 
such circumstances. 
W hen fee-hunting 
attorneys attem pted to saddle heavy costs 
upon this community, and to line their own 
pockets by taking advantage of the popu­ 
lar sentiment, we exposed the selfishness 
and insincerity of their programme, and by 
so doing saved many thousands of dollars 
to the treasury of Sacramento county. W e 
have had no sympathy either for miners 
who violate the law, lor lawyers who seek 
to enrich themselves at the expense of the 
public, or for farmers who permit them­ 
selves to become fanatics, and clamor for 
the destruction of the mining interest. In 
the pursuit of Justice we have been com­ 
pelled to walk in a different path from any 
of these. 
And we shall continue to follow the 
strait and difficult path we have marked 
out for ourselves. 
It is not our purpose to 
pauee for the sake of defending our­ 
selves or attacking our assailants. 
We 
trust to our integrity for final vindication, 
and to our power of presenting the truth 
intelligently for popular assent to onr 
positions. 
Of course it woold have been 
much easier for us to have chosen a parti­ 
san role. 
We should in th at case have 
been in harmony with the extremists on 
one side, but we should have been doing 
mischief instead of good. 
There is always 
a strong enough tendency to fall into par­ 
tisanship in controversies of this kind, and 
therefore there is the more need th at one 
journal at lea3t should undertake to hold 
the balance even. 
I’erhapa it is not every 
journal that could afford to assume this 
impartial attitude, but the R eco rd-U n io n 
belongs to the whole State, and not to one 
locality, and from the very breadth of its 
clientage it is in a measure bound to take 
large and liberal positions. To do the least 
harm and the most good by whatever 
measures are adopted ; th at is the simple 
and not altogether un-Christian creed this 
journal holds and proposes to hold. 
If to 
any thiB doctrine is the cause of anathema 
we can only regret it. 
But the doctrine is 
true, and we are content to abide by it to 
the end. 


THE PAPACY IN POLITICS. 


A dispatch, which, however, has since 
been contradicted, stated recently that 
the English Government had determined 
to establish closer relations with the Vati­ 
can. 
The relations between the German 
Government and the Vatican have had the 
most im portant influence upon German 
politics. 
The Pope is said to have made a 
violent speech against the Austrian Em­ 
peror because he received the King of Italy. 
All these things go to show how eager is 
the Papacy to maintain its political influ­ 
ence, and how naturally Governments may 
be drawn into coquetries with the V ati­ 
can through this tendency. 
I t is not true 
just now that England has proposed closer 
relations with Home, perhaps, but Rome 
does ■ 
rs for nothing, and 


w hcii we h e a r th a t the Catholic Bishops of 


Ireland have all takeu strong 
ground 
against the “ no rent” programme of Par, 
nell, we cannot refrain from speculation as 
to what the price of this assistance to the 
English Government is to be. 
I t was re­ 
ported a few days ago th at pressure was 
being brought to bear upon the Pope to 
indace him to denounce the Land League. 
If there was any tru th in this statem ent 
it is plain 
th at 
those 
who 
made 
this 
experiment 
were 
playiDg 
with 
very sharp-edged tools. 
For the V ati­ 
can cares neither for the supremacy of 
British nor German nor French nor Italian 
nor any other rule, save as it may contrib­ 
ute to the building up aud extension of the 
Papacy. 
And it is this singleness of pur­ 
pose which makes Rome formidable even 
in her apparent decrepitude. 
Other pow­ 
ers are divided and discordant. 
They are 
embarrassed by the antagonism between 
dynastic policy and democratic progress. 
They are enfeebled by the compromises 
they find necessary to the placation of now 
this now that turbulent element. 
Aud al­ 
ways in their midst íb this power with the 
one purpose, offering its aid to do what 
you will, but over on the same terms. Let 
it support landlordism here, bureaucracy 
there, militarism elsewhere, it is in every 
instance for the aggrandizement of the 
Papacy that it works. 
W hatever Govern­ 
ment makes a league with it must consent 
to lose something of it3 liberties, some­ 
thing of its authority. 
The thin end of 
the wedge will be inserted which is in due 
time to split tire State asunder. 
The 
“ rift within the lute ” íb made, aud how­ 
ever small at first, it will presently “ make 
the music m ute.” 
It is through the exigencies of Govern­ 
ments that the Papacy m akts its advances, 
ar.d it is a significant fact that in most 
cases it is for its aid in repelling democratic 
assaults that the Church receives its re­ 
wards. 
The danger in these concessions is 
seldom realized at the lim e. 
B.smarek 
cares nothing for the appearance of things 
so long as he is enabled to play his own 
game. 
He will let the world think he has 
gone to Canossa alter all his haughty 
boasts, and he will think th at in truth he 
has done nothing of the kind. 
Y et it is 
very certain th at his own violence has 
paved the way for a Catholic reaction, and 
that the Church has, in returning to the in- 
trenchments from which it was driven by 
the Falk laws, become stronger than ever 
in those very places. 
And in Ireland the 
policy of the Vatican has ever been to 
show England th at the Irish people were 
ruled by their priesthood, and th at the 
priesthood received its instructions from 
Rome. 
Thus the proud Protestant power 
is made to realize that its rebellious sub­ 
jects are in truth far more the fiefa of 
Rome than of St. James, and that Rome 
must be applied to in ail critical junctures 
for the means of controlling them. 
It is 
only in France that of late a desperate at­ 
tem pt has been made to overthrow this for­ 
eign power, and it is too early as yet to form 
a judgment a3 to tiie success of the en­ 
deavor. 
A t present the Republic seems 
vigorous and flourishing, but should it be 
attacked by any wasting disease, and 
should the Bonapartists or the Bourbons 
come to the front again, we may be sure 
that the new deal will have all the backing 
of the Papacy. 
Iu the U nited States thus far there has 
been no attem pt to cultivate relations of 
any kind with the Vatican. 
The one great 
safeguard of the American Constitution 
was the prohibition of all connections 
between the Church and the State. 
To 
th at prohibition wo owe the immunity 
from religious disputes which we have 
enjoyed, and the practical feebleness of all 
the churches in politics. 
To that we owe 
our ability to do without any restraints upon 
religion, and the fact that we can contem­ 
plate with comparative tranquillity the 
establishment of Roman Catholic schools 
and colleges all over the country. W hether 
we shall be as able in the future to enjoy 
this ease of mind concerning the spread of 
Romanism is by no means certain, but we 
have at all events escaped for a century, 
and that is more than can be said of any 
other country under the sun. 
The Papacy 
has no prejudices and no European pro­ 
gramme. 
I t has ceased to wield political 
power openly, and at present it seeks to 
advance through its educational agencies 
mainly. 
But the Government th at eDters 
into relations with it always has more to 
Io3e than to gain. 
Bismarck is a great 
statesman, yet his exigencies have made 
him subservient to the Vatican, and that 
when he thought he had crushed Rome 
with his proscriptive laws. 
There is only 
one remedy for the danger which this great 
religious machine carries with it. 
Its hold 
is upon the minds of the ignorant masses 
through their ignorance. 
Education alone 
can break the chains which it has cast 
about the necks of every people that has 
come under its control, but it is not the 
kind of education to bs had in Catholic 
colleges snd seminaries. 
The great wave 
of skepticism which Science has produced 
in this century has its chief use iu keeping 
men alive to the insidious efforts of the 
P apacy; efforts which, no m atter how 
they are conducted, tend to but one end, 
and that is the abolition of private judg­ 
ment, and the 
re-enslavement of 
the 
human intellect to the basest supersti­ 
tions. 


AN UNCONSCIOUS ADMISSION. 


We are afraid th at the See is wholly 
irresponsible, as people ^¡e who have suf­ 
fered from mental disease to the extent 
th at they are unable to attach the proper 
meaning to the language they use. 
Iu the 
distressing and irremediable disease known 
as general paralysis of the insane this is a 
very common phenomenon, but we do not 
remember to have met with it before in 
journalism. 
Our irresponsible 
contem­ 
porary yesterday denied th at it had pub­ 
lished the story about $5,000 apiece being 
offered to each of four Supervisors, and hav­ 
ing made this denial it proceeded to prove 
itself incapable 
of 
comprehending the 
meaning of its own language, by repeating 
a statem ent 
which 
completely demon­ 
strates 
the 
reverse of 
what the Bee 
asserts. 
Here is what car amazing contem­ 
porary now admits that it said : “ We say 
“ here, with a full consciousness of its truth, 
“ that sumajority of the Supervisors could 
“ have had fall $5,000 apiece o? even more, 
“ if they had consented to give thia case 
“ at a total fee of $3,000 in charge of such 
“ attorneys as certain parties might name.” 
Here, beyond any donbt, we have the 
origin of the whole story, and in the words 
quoted are contained all the allegations 
which have been referred to in this con­ 
nection. 
The Bee, in the citation we have 
given, asserts, no m atter in how circaitoos 


a way, th at four of the Supervisors could 
have had $5,000 apiece. 
T hat means that 
$5,000 apiece was offered to them. 
The 
Bee asserts that they coaid have had this 
amount each to “ give this case at a total 
“ fee of $3,000 in charge of such attorneys 
“ as certain parties might name.” 
This 
means that they were to be paid the money 
to put the case in the hands of attorneys 
to be named by the miners. 
W hat else 
can it signify ? No one imagines th at the 
Bee meant to charge any one with trying 
to bribe the, Supervisors in the interest cf 
any one else than the miners. 
And it 
says of all these averments that it has “ a 
“ full consciousness of ” their truth. W hat 
does this mean but that our contemporary 
pledged its veracity’ to the genuineness of 
the attem pt to bribe the Supervisors with 
$5,000 apiece ? 
Being driven into a cor­ 
ner it now confesses th at the story it told 
was a sheer invention, but with charac­ 
teristic fatuity it tries to squirm out of 
tha responsibility for the dishonesty in­ 
volved by publishing the very evidence 
which convicts it. 
And, indeed, there is 
no room for controversy about the matter. 
The Bee did fabricate the story about an 
attem pt to bribe the four faithless Super­ 
visors. 
It was silly enough to think that 
such a story would pass unchallenged. 
It 
has discovered the contrary, and now it 
cannot wriggle out of accountability by 
pretending not to know w hat its own 
language means. 
The plea of imbecility 
may be founded in fact, but it cannot be 
held to divest the culprit of responsibility. 


CHILE 
AND 
PEIiU. 


Chile is developing a policy of aggran­ 
dizement whichis strikingly at variance with 
the professions put forward by her when 
she went to war with Peru. 
She has her­ 
self destroyed the Peruvian Government, 
and in doing so appears to have thrown the 
country back into almost a state of nature. 
Society seems to have dissolved as well as 
government, and thus an excuse is evolved 
for the rearrangement of the Chilean pro­ 
gramme, which now takes the form of a 
scarcely 
disguised 
purpose 
to 
annex 
Peruvian territory in masses, if not to 
seize the whole country. 
It is of course 
very difficult to get at the rights of such 
a matter, but the action of Admiral Lynch 
in overthrowing 
the Calderon Govern­ 
ment can only be regarded as indicating a 
purpose to discountenance any effort to 
establish a stable Peruvian Government, 
save on the condition that it is willing to 
indorse Chilean annexation. 
As has been 
remarked by 
an 
Eastern 
paper, 
this 
is pretty much the 
same 
as 
though 
Germany had refused to allow France to 
establish a Government until one could be 
found that would sanction the surrender of 
Alsace and Lorraine. 
Chile has the power 
to enforce her terms, odious as they may 
be to the conquered nation. 
It is true she 
is exercising a right such as no belligerent 
has ever assumed the right to exercise be­ 
fore, aud th at it is a cruel and most bar­ 
barous programme. 
But unless the United 
States intcrferts to save Peru from being 
utterly crushed by her half-savage con­ 
queror, it is only too clear that the present 
state of anarchy iu Peru will be made the 
justification for the military occupation of 
the whole country. 
As to the anarchy, it 
is perhaps after all not very much more 
serious than what befell some of the re­ 
moter parts of France during the latter 
part of the war with Germany. 
At all 
events when an enemy destroys the Gov­ 
ernment of a country, and refuses to per­ 
m it a new one to be set up, he at least is 
estopped from pretending that the resulting 
confusion has no connection with his own 
acts. 


a d a n g er o u s 
e x p e r i m e n t . 


Blackwood's Magazine is authority for 
the statem ent that Mr. Gladstone contem­ 
plates the abolition of bank notes through­ 
out the United Kingdom at no distant pe­ 
riod, and the substitution of a State cur­ 
rency after the pattern of our greenbacks. 
There is certainly much room for improve­ 
ment in the English currency system, and 
especially in the paper currency. 
It has 
repeatedly been demonstrated that in times 
of abnormal pressure, the only way to save 
the Bank of England from collapsing is to 
free it from the necessity of redeeming its 
own notes. 
This of course is to call in an 
act of bankruptcy as a remedy for a crisis, 
and though it has several times saved the 
bank, it has done nothing to prevent storms 
which have swept away everything not 
thus protected by the Government. 
It is 
also true that there is less danger to 
be apprehended from the House of Com­ 
mons 
than 
from 
our 
Congress, 
as 
regards 
interference with a State cur­ 
rency. But when all the possible benefits of 
the American By stem have been enumerated 
the fact still remains th at it is based on a 
principle which tbe soundest economists 
have condemned, and that it recognizes a 
right of 
governmental 
intervention 
in 
financial affairs which is liable to be abused 
at critical junctures. 
In fact the system is 
unscientific and objectionable, and there is 
nothing to be said in its favor beyond the 
fact that the United States have pros­ 
pered, not because of, but in spite of it. 
Mr. Gladstone would endanger his reputa­ 
tion seriously were he to introduce so revo­ 
lutionary a measure as Blackwood accuses 
him of preparing, and at the same time he 
would do incalculable mischief by encour­ 
aging all the currency quacks 
in the 
United States, and by disheartening and 
demoralizing the advocates and supporters 
of scientific finance everywhere.

ECONOMY 
OF 
THE 
ELECTRIC 
LIGHT 


Some figures are given showing th at the 
cost of the electric light may be about one- 
third that of gas under favorable condi­ 
tions. 
This is encouraging, but it is evi­ 
dent th at the electric light has not yet 
been so far perfected th at it can be em­ 
ployed safely. 
The one serious danger is 
that arising from the breach of insulation 
of the conducting wires. 
H itherto these 
wires have been wound with thread for 
the most part, but it is evident that a 


variety of accidents are liable to happen 
which might bring the metal wire into 
contact with woodwork, in which case 
a conflagration would infallibly ensue, or 
with human beings, in which case some­ 
body would probably be killed. 
Of course 
it must be possible so to insulate the wires 
th at they cannot be exposed, but this has 
not been done yet, and it will have to be 
done before the electric light can be intro­ 
duced on a large scale. 


TEE 
CONFEDERATE BONDS. 


I t seems probable now th at the sudden 
demand for Confederate bonds which arose 
lately had beneath it nothing more sig­ 
nificant than just such a reckless spirit of 
gambling as was developed during the 
prevalence of the South Sea mania. 
In­ 
deed it has been observable for some time 
past that the gorged condition of the Euro­ 
pean money-markets was acting as a dis­ 
tinct encouragement to wild-cat schemes cf 
all kinds. 
W hen the market is full of 
money and investors are competing eagerly— 
there are always plenty who fail to scruti­ 
nize the projects submitted to them, and 
there-are also always plenty of sharpers to 
take advantage of this carelessness. 
It is 
possible that some speculators of this kind 
may have thought it quite feasible to 
make a “ tu rn ” in Confederate bonds, and 
it is no less possible that the experiment 
has succeeded.

suit was taken yesterday. 
Judge H. A. 
Mayhew, of Red Bluff, presiding iu the 
Superior Court in this city, made an order 
requiring live hydraulic mining companies 
to show cause why they Bbould not be 
punished for contempt, and commanding 
the Sheriff of Novada county to immedi­ 
ately shut down the mines of said compa­ 
nies and keep them closed until further 
orders from said Court. 
Judge May hew is Judge of the Superior 
Court of Tehama county, and he presided 
in the Superior Court here yesterday-, by 
request of Judge Keyser, to hear a motion 
in tbe case of The City of Marysville vs. 
The N orth Bloomfield Gravel Mining Com­ 
pany et al. 
The plaintiff was represented 
by George Cadwalader and Judge Crad­ 
dock. 
There was no appearance for de­ 
fendants. 
In moving the Court to grant 
the order given btlotv, Mr. Cadwalader 
produced and read affidavits by C. E. 
Sexey, E. L. Nash, R. O. McMillan anu 
Mayor Stone. 
In brief, the affidavits set 
forth th at certain hydraulic mining com­ 
panies named below have violated the in­ 
junction issued in the above entitled cause, 
and th at by reason of such violation and 
the lawless attitude of said defendants the 
situation of plaintiff is one of constantly 
increasing peril, calling for immediate re­ 
lief. 
The following affidavit of Mayor 
Stone exhibits the main points on which 
the motion of plaintiff’s attorneys was 
m ade; 
AFFIDAVIT OF THE MAYOR. 
C. E. Stone, being first duly sworn, de­ 
poses and says that he is the duly elected, 
qualified and acting Mayor of the city of 
Marysville, of which place he has been an 
actual resident for over sixteen years, and 
he further says that he has devoted much 
time aud attention to the examination and 
study of what is called tbe debris question, 
especially’ in connection with the city of 
Marysville and the Yuba river. 
Afliant 
further says that the general observance 
during the past summer of the injunction 
issued in the above entitled cause by the 
enjoined hydraulic mining companies on 
the Yuba river materially improved the 
quality of water in said river and the con­ 
dition of the said city, and if the observ­ 
ance of said injunction had been continued 
to this time and throughout the winter, in 
the opinion of affiant the water of said 
stream would cut, scour and carry away 
enough of the sand and sediment in the 
chaunel of the Yuba river abreast of said 
city, and would have so deepened said 
chsnnej, as to practically avert all danger 
of overflow to said city from said source. 
Affiant further says that there cannot 
be further deposits 
of 
tailings 
from 
hydraulic mines in the Yuba nver, or its 
branches or tributaries, without great aud 
immediate danger to said city from over­ 
flow by the waters thereof as soon as the 
storms of winter come, and w ithout a loss 
to such waters of their power to cut and 
scour out and carry away the sand and 
sedimentary m atter in the Yuba river 
abreast of said city, and affiant further 
says that in the past month of October 
such of the defendants in this action as the 
North Bloomfield Gravel Mining Company, 
the Milton W ater and Mining Company, 
the Boeton Mining Company, and the 
China Mining Company, in wanton and 
contemptuous disregard of the injunction 
issued herein, commenced operating their 
said mines and commenced discharging 
the tailings therefrom into the North, 
South and Middle Yuba rivers at the rate 
of about 50,000 cubic yards per day, and 
ever since have been continuing said oper­ 
ations, and each of said defendants intends 
and publicly declares its intention not to 
respect the injunction issued in said cause, 
but to violate the same regardless of the 
damage done to plaintiff thereby and all 
other consequences. 
Aud affiant is informed and believes that 
each of said defendants has agreed to 
adopt the “ passive policy” of resistance to 
said injunction and to the orders of this 
Court in support thereof; that is to say, 
they will continuously operate their said 
mines and steadily continue to flow their 
tailings into the said river channels, and 
will make no resistance to the order of the 
Court arresting the parties engaged in the 
violation of said injunction, but will suffer 
their employes to be taken off by the ar­ 
resting officers, whose places will be forth­ 
with supplied by other hired meD, and so 
the due execution of the law in this case 
will be baffled by such unlawful expedients 
and, as they claim, eventually defeated. 
That in view of ali this, and the irrepara­ 
ble damage which will result to the plaint­ 
iff’ from the continued violation of said in­ 
junction by said defendants, and of the 
vexatious delays sure to occur in securing 
due service of the rule herein upon said de­ 
fendants to show cause why they should 
not be punished for a violation of said in­ 
junction, it it is necessary that the order of 
the Court should compel obedience to said 
injunction by forthwith causing said de­ 
fendants’ mines to be closed down and the 
waters thereof shut off, pending the hear­ 
ing of the rule asked for at this tinte. 
Affiant further says that the condition 
of the water in that part of the Yufca river 
abreast of this city is simply intolerable, 
said water being totally unfit for any pur­ 
pose, owing to the heavy surcharge with 
the sands and sedimentary m atter from 
the hydraulic mines aforesaid.

The orders also command the 
Sheriff of Nevada county to forthwith pro­ 
ceed to the mines of said defendants and 
close them down, and keep them closed 
until further orders from the said Court.

Melvin, who left his home in l ’aradise, 
Butte county, in the early part of August, 
and started to the mountains to shear 
sheep, expecting to return in a few weeks, 
and also to write frequently. 
Since then 
nothing has been heard of him. 
He is 
about tw enty years old ; very tall aud 
slender; has gray eyes and dark brown 
hair ; wore no whiskers. 
An Oregon paper mentions a remarkable 
frolic at the house of a young widow. 
It 
comprised a wood-chopping, rag-cutting 
and 
candy-pulling. 
Young 
n en 
who 
hadn’t split a stick for their poor old 
mothers for over a year actually chopped a 
cord apiece; the girls 
cut 
forty-nine 
pounds of rags ; and as for candy, the 
whole crowd were smeared with concrete 
molasses from head to foot. 
Latest reports state that men and mate­ 
rial are daily beiDg brought to Rceeburg 
from the north, says the Jacksonville Sen­ 
tinel, aud work on the extension of the 
road from that place south has actually 
commenced—some 150 men being now em­ 
ployed. 
The route most likely to be taken 
through the valley is the last survey, run­ 
ning this side of M. Hanley’s farm, about a 
mile and a half from town. 
The late rain was general in the Pajaro 
valley, and though beans suffered to some 
extent we have heard of no complaints 
among the farmers. 
Farmers are getting 
ready for the plowing season as rapidly as 
possible. 
The total rainfall for the last 
storm was .31 of an inch. 
The strong 
north wind which prevailed on Monday 
rapidly dried the streets and roads, and 
came very near removing every sign of the 
rain.—[ l’ajaronian. 
The Red Bluff People's Cause says there 
is a rumor afloat that the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company intend to build round 
houses in Biggs, at no distant day, and 
that the road is to be divided into two 
sections. 
From San Francisco to Biggs 
will be the first division, and from Biggs to 
the Oregon line the second division. 
If 
there is any certainty in the rumor, there 
will be a round house in this vicinity, or 
between here and the Oregon line. 
By the railroad route supposed to be de­ 
cided upoD, the track will cross Shasta 
river, less tham six miles south of town, at 
C. S. Moore s ratieh, this side of King’s 
salt works, and also near the Little Shasta 
bridge northeast of here, a shorter distance 
from town. 
The country being quite level 
to both these points, a branch road could 
be easily built at a light cost. 
W ith such 
branch road Yreka would be the main sta­ 
tion for the whole county, except beyond 
Battevillo and Cottonwood, as the present 
roads frcm other sections are about as near 
as any new roads that can be built to strike 
the railroad in any part of Shasta valley.— 
[Yreka Journal. 
The Oroville Mercury indulges in this 
bit of m errim ent: Last week D. N. Fries- 
leben, of the Union Hotel, puichased from 
a mountain granger half a dozen chickens. 
There was nothing extraordinary about the 
chickens ; in fact, they looked like ordi­ 
nary barnyard fow ls; hut upon one of 
them being killed there was found iu its 
craw a round piece of gold of the value of 
30 cents. 
The steward of the hotel took 
the little piece of metal to Mr. Frieslebon, 
telling him at the same time where it 
came from. Friesleben didn’t say anything, 
but proceeded to the fire hydrant, and a t­ 
tached and run a line of hose down the 
alley to the chicken coop.

The people made tunnels from one 
house to the other and contrived to get 
through the winter. The only way in and out 
was on snow shoes. The next sprtDg every­ 
body ran away, and the town collapsed 
and fell down. 
Adventurous parties have 
every year tried to work the ore, with 
very little success. 
The last news is that 
a new process has been tried which bids 
fair to be a success. 
W alter Hamilton, of 
Oakland, a mining expert, now comes to 
the front and claims that he has discovered 
a process by which the rebellious ores of 
this district can be worked successfully 
at a cost of $1 50 a ton, and if he can do 
so, Meadow Lake will soon become one of 
the most im portant mining districts on the 
coast.—[Truckee Republican,

B. H. Meyers, srreated a few days since in 
this city, with Ah Mow, for selling un­ 
stamped matches, is an old offender and has 
already served a term for the same offense. 
He was detected carrying on in a similar 
mannei at Oakland and San Jose, sometime 
since, where he also had a Chinaman as a 
partner and accomplice in the work. 
He hes 
been out of prison from that but three or four 
weeks. 
Another piece of Meyers’ crooked­ 
ness developed even prior to this, when he 
obtained a warrant from tbe United State3 
District Court at Sau Francisco for the arrest 
of a man Darned W. F. Sterr, whom he 
charges with having opened his letters. Hav­ 
ing got himseif deputized to serve the war­ 
rant, he went to Sterr with it and offered to 
compromiso the matter with him for §40. 
Sterr bad Meyers arrested for attempting to 
extort money, and he secured for himself six 
months imprisonment in the County Jail. 
About two weeks since Meyers went into a 
business house in the lower part of town, 
arid offered to sell a quantity of matches at 
wholesale for about half the usual price. 
L pon beipg questioned by his would-be cus­ 
tomer, he acknowledged that they were un­ 
stamped, but said the man he desired to sell 
to could transfer them into papers coming 
off from stamped matches. 
Tiie merchant 
refused to deed in the illicit goods, and im­ 
mediately reported the matter to A L. Frost, 
Collector of Iufernil Revenue, and also gave 
a description of tho man. 
The operations of 
tne man were soon found in other parts of 
the citj, but it wa3 not nutil this week 
that 
lie could be 
caught 
iu 
the 
act 
of selling the unstamped goods. 
Upon ’he 
day of the arrest a merchant up town, work­ 
ing in connectinn with Collector Frost, met 
Meyers and made 3n appointment for him to 
come to the merchant’s plsce that evening, 
when he would purchase. 
He came, and tbe 
merchant examined his matches, talked with 
him about their not being stamped, a- Mr. 
Frost arranged they should, and bought a 
great gross of them, which were iu the usual 
tin can package, the price asked being only 
about one half the regular rates for stamped 
onee. 
Just as lie was receiving his pay for 
tho package sold he was closed in upon by 
i tficers Lee and Arlington and Collector 
Frost 
and 
Assistant 
Collector Gilbert, 
who 
h al 
been 
viewing 
and 
hearing 
the whole transaction from behind a parti­ 
tion, through which places had been cut so 
that they might see as well as hear, and thus 
have complete evidence of the whole oper­ 
ation of sale and delivery. 
Meyers was then 
take n to the city jail, and from what eosld be 
learned from him, a quiet raid was made upon 
the Chinese Joss-house, on I street, between 
Second and Third, where, ir. a bEck room, 
Meyers’ confederate was found busily at work 
manufacturing the stock for sale. ~ He had 
quite a large quantity of blocks already split 
into matches aud ready to dip, and over a 
stove he had a pan in which he was heating 
and stirring the phosphorus material into 
which to dip and complete the matches. 
Ah 
Mow was taken in iiand and placed in jail, 
and his stock of materials placed id a wagon 
and taken to the Internal Revenue office. 
Meyers and Mow were examined before 
United States Commissioner O’Beirne, at San 
Francisco, on Thursday, and held to answer 
with bail fixed at §500 each. 
The profit in 
the manufacture and sale of matches, when 
sold without being stamped, is very great, 
and hence it is frequently engaged it. 
The 
revenue stamps upon a package of matches, 
such as sold in the tin cases of usual size, 
containing a great grosa, is §7 20, while the 
wholesale price of the package is about §13. 
The blocks for matches are cut up by facto­ 
ries at San Fraud tec and elsewhere, of the 
length of a match, and these blocks are 
shipped in sack3 to whoever orders them. 
There is no law to prohibit any one dealing 
in this material, as there is no violation 
of 
the 
revenue 
law 
until 
the 
matche3 
have 
bean 
dipped, 
and 
are disposed of. 
Thus these parties, or any 
others,without any expense to speak of, could 
commence illicit business, as all they had to 
do was to order a small supply of blocks, cut 
to right length at the factory, and, with the 
knife used to cut them into small blocks, and 
a small outlay for material for making the 
dip, an establishment of the kind just broken 
up can be started, and by not using the 
stamps can 
sell at a 
rate 
which 
will 
make a strong inducement to buyers, and still 
give large profits to the unlawful operators. 
The penalty for the manufacture aud Bale 
of unstamped matches ia §50 upon each pack­ 
age of 100 matches sold. 
Delivery outside of 
the place of making them is regarded con­ 
structive selling in the meaning of the stat­ 
ute. 
In addition to the above fine, the of­ 
fender will also be imprisoned not more than 
one year nor less than thirty days. 
There are 
also severe penalties prescribed for every 
purchase of such unstamped goods. 
The in­ 
ternal revenue receipts by the Government 
from the manufacture and sale of matches ¡3 
very large. 
One establishment in San Fran­ 
cisco has paid as high as §60,000 for stamp3 
per year to be affixed to matches, and over

TWO DECEPTIONS 


AT WASHUfGTOH—BY SECRETARY BLAIHE 
AMD THE FRENCH MINISTER, 


Who W ent—How the Ladles Tressed— 
Elegant Affairs— Foreign Guests 
— A W edding. 


W a sh in g to n, October 27, 1881. 
The attention shown by the Government 
to our French and German guests culmi­ 
nated gracefully and with great eclat in 
the entertainment given them Monday 
evening at Wormley’e. Three hundred in­ 
vitations were issued, and as a majority of 
them included a gentleman and the ladies 
of his family, there were present probably 
600 persons. The fete was memorable, and 
was given at a memorable place. “ Worm- 
ley’s ” almost deserves a letter by it'elf,for it 
basa bigh historic interest. It isa select and 
fashionable private hotel at the corner of H 
and Fifteenth streets, much affected by such 
foreign ministers as do not care to keep 
house, and by Senators and members rich 
enough to afford it, and desiring to be un­ 
encumbered and to a certain extent se­ 
cluded from popular gaze, and by some of 
the leading army officers. It is owned and 
kept by a wealthy colored caterer, who has 
for a long time been a prominent citizen of 
the District. THE RECEPTION. 
A t half-past nine Monday evening, the 
Secretary of State and Mrs. Blaine cuter,d 
the parlor, and stood in front of a cen 
tral divan about ten feet from the main 
door, to receive the guests of the evening. 
The Secretary wore evening dress, and 
Mrs. Blaine a rich white brocaded satin, 
with long train and diamonds. Each vis­ 
itor on entering from the hall was an­ 
nounced in a loud tone by an usher in full 
dress, and the advance of each from the 
door to the immediate presence of the host 
and hostess was a stately and interesting 
feature to tho?e who had already pasEed 
the ordeal and were spectators "from the 
inside. Senators and Cabinet officers were 
the first to arrive. Acting Vice-President 
Davie was peculiarly courtly and felicitous 
in paying his devoirs. His immense bulk 
and pleased air of iniportar.ee, and the 
warm and almost merry greeting accorded 
him by the genial Secretary, relieved the 
severe statel;nes3 of 
T1IE GENERAL PAGEANT. 
Just before 10 o'clock the French Minister 
and Madame Outrey entered, accompanied 
by their distinguished countrymen. The 
Marquis de Rochambeau, a fine-looking, 
somewhat elderly man, wore plain citizen’3 
dress. The military officers among them 
wore the same, but adorned with decora­ 
t ons they had Received for valor. The 
grandson of Lafayette, M. de Courcelles, 
had a particularly fine display of these. 
He looks much like General Phil. Sheri­ 
dan. Oar own anny and navy officers 
were attired in full uniform, with swords. 
Most of them were accompanied by iadies. 
Prominent among them were Gen. Sherman 
and MissLizzie, hisdaughter, with Gen. Poe, 
General Tidball, Colonel Tourteiofte and 
Colonel Morrow, of his staff ; General and 
Mrs. Drum, General- and Mrs. Higgles, 
General Haztn, Surgeon-General Barnes, 
Surgeon-General W alts, General and Miss 
Beale, Admiral and Mrs. John Rodgers, 
Admiral and Mr*. Howell, Commodore and 
Mrs. Upshur, the latter of whom was Gen­ 
eral Phil Kearney’s widow, having, when a 
beautiful belle, made a runaway nnrriage 
with him ; Commodore and Mrs. Carter, 
the latter 
A GREAT GRANDDAUGHTER 
Of Martha Washington on her father’s side, 
and on her mother’s a descendant of Charles 
Calvert (Lord Baltimore), the founder if 
Jlaejland; General Van Vleet, General 
Wright, Commodore Earl English, Chief of 
the Burean of Equipment and Recruit­ 
ing, with hia wife, who, though a 
grandmother, is still handsome ; and Gen­ 
eral and Mrs. Parke. The President was 
r presented among the guests by Secretaries 
Lincoln, Hunt and Kirkwood, and Post­ 
master-General James. Secretary Win- 
<iom and Attorney-General MacVeagh sent 
their regrets. Mrs. Hunt, Mrs. James and 
Mrs. Lincoln accompanied their husbands. 
The Supreme Court furnished to the occa­ 
sion Chief Justice W aite and Associate 
Justices Harlan, Miller and Matthews. 
Nearly all the Senate were present. Both 
General Miller and Senator Farley were 
accompanied by their wives. Mr3. Miller 
regretted during the evening that they had 
not urged the attendance of their daughter, 
Miss Dora, finding the fete so rare and 
beautiful. In a promenade I heard Gen­ 
eral Miller and Senator Jonas amicably 
discussing the battle of Nashville, where 
both were present, though on opposite 
sides. The redoubtable Wade Hampton 
was present, and his colleague, Senator 
Butler, also, who, though he lost a foot in 
the rebel army, is still graceful and a 
dancer. 
THE DIPLOMATIC CORPS. 
The diplomatic corps were out in force, 
brilliant with decorations. 
There were 
represented Great Britain, France, Ger­ 
many, Turkey, Sweden and Norway, Port­ 
ugal, Mexico, Nicaragua, Peru, Venezuela 
and Guatemala. The representatives of 
other nations sent their regrets. A few of 
the best-known newspaper men were pres­ 
ent, as Major Ben Perley Poore, Mr. Gor­ 
ham and Mr. Phillips, of the Associated 
Press. Hon. George Bancroft, Hon. Peter 
Parker, the first American Minister to 
China; the Marquis and Marquise De 
Chambrun, the latter of whom is a grand­ 
daughter of Lafayette ; General and Miss 
Sckenck, Mr. and Mrs. Sanders Irving, tbe 
former is a nephew of Washington Irving, 
accompanied by their relative and gue3t, 
Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, of Boston, 
were among other leading private citizens 
of Washington present. 
Baltimore was 
represented by Mayor Latrobe and a party 
of twenty ladies and gentlemen with him. 
They C3me in Vice-President G airett’s 
private car, arriving at 10 in the evening, 
and returning home early next morning. 
THE DRESSING OP THE LADIES 
I have not seen surpassed, even at the 
diplomatic parties at the W hite House 
under President and Mrs. Hayes. Mad­ 
ame Outrey wore white brocade with su­ 
perb lace, and a necklace of marguerites 
of diamonds around her beautiful bare 
neck. 
The Marquise de Rocbambeau, a 
large, fine-looking lady of forty or there­ 
abouts, of great vivacity and intelligence, 
wore purple moire antique combined with 
pale heliotrope plush. 
W hite lace gar­ 
nished neck, sleeves, and skirt. 
Her 
jewels were fine. Mrs. Hunt, wife of the 
Socretaiy of the Navy, wore amber satin 
train with rich brocade. 
The string band of the marine corps was 
stationed in the hall outside of the parlors, 
and played ten selections during the even­ 
ing. Supper was set in the large dining­ 
room across the hall. The table appoint­ 
ments were of Dresden china, the spoons 
of silver, lined with gold, and the wine- 
goblets were of fine-cut glass. Flowers of 
superb quality enwreattied the table, and 
were massed in large mounds at the center 
and either end. The viands and wines 
were the choicest I have ever seen offered 
at a Washington party, even the diplomatic 
balls. It was a cheerful occasion, not so 
overloaded with pomp, or bo crowded in 
numbers, as to shut out a genial vivacity 
and interchange of thought. The supper- 
room vas opened at 11, and dancing began 
at 12, eqptinuing an hour. This was the 
last appearance of the German element of 
the visiting party, the Von Steubens and 
their ^ friends, who left on the following 
morning for Baltimore.

Tuesday evening the French Minister 
and Madame Outrey gave at their Tr 
1- 
ticn a fete, more limited in numbc:-, L-: 


quite as brilliant in quality as the one first 
described, as a parting honor to their 
countrymen. Mona, and Madame Outrey 
were assisted in receiving by her niece, 
Miss Sylvie de Grasse Fowler, of New 
York, a lineal dcscendaut of Count de 
Grasse, onr revolutionary ally. 
The 
Marquise de Rocbambeau wore that 
evening an elegant black satin, em­ 
broidered in pansies; Mrs. Blaine wore 
copper-bronze satin, with point lace col­ 
lar ; Mrs. James, wife of the Postmaster- 
General, wore white Spanish lace over 
white silk ; Senator Don Cameron a fair 
young wife wore white corded B ilk trimmed 
with fine point lace ; Miss Emily Beale, 
daughter of General Edward Beale, wore 
a rich white B a tin skirt, with basque of 
gold and white brocade. The Secretary of 
State escorted Madame Outrey, the hostess, 
to the table. It was a lively party. At 
the Arlington Hotel Postmaster-General 
James is this evening 
DINING THE PRESIDENT, 
Cabinet, and other distinguished guests. 
Tuesday evening, the 25th, at 7 o’clock, 
Miss Edith Shanklin Harlan, daughter of 
Associate Justice Harlan, of the Supreme 
Court, was married, at New York Avenue 
Church, to Frank Linu3 Childs, a wealthy- 
young manufacturer of Worcester, Ma?s. 
There were no bridesmaids. The three 
brothers of the groom and the three 
brothers of the bride were the ushers, and 
formed the wings of the bridal party at 
tbe floatr-decked altar. 
The groom 
escorted Mrs. Harlan, mother of the bride, 
who, dressed in black velvet, stood at his 
right during the ceremony.

T h e “ N ew ” D isea se.—Charles Catta- 
naeb, veterinary surgeon, writing to the 
New York Spirit, says: “ Pink eye, so 
called, is the usual attack of influeLza, 
occurring mostly in the spring of the year. 
It is no new disease, as is commonly sup­ 
posed, having been known for centuries 
back. However, it appears in different 
forms, and differs very often in the severity 
of its attack. It is the same disease which 
visited this and other cities in 1S72. This 
disease is characterized by increased 
pulse, rise of temperature, which may 
rise as high as 105 degrees, swollen 
leg, eyelids and eyes nearly closed, 
also sore throat, which always accompanies 
i t ; after a day or two the legs swell and 
are sore to the tonch. There is always a 
certain amount of debility and loss of ap­ 
petite, which varies in different cases. 
The various visible mucous membranes 
are increased in color, becoming very 
red, such as that seen in the conjunctiva 
of the eye, from whence the disease com­ 
monly derives its name (pink eye). As a 
rule the disease is not dangerous when 
properly treated as by a qualified veterina­ 
rian, and, on an average, its duration is 
ten days ; at the end of snch time the 
patient becomes convalescent.” The same 
paper publishes other letters affirming that 
pink eye is not a new disease, and 
that journal agrees 
with

J. Henderson, of Syracuse, when he says, 
in an article in the Evening Herald 
of that city, that “ this epidemic receives 
its common name from the pink appear­ 
ance assumed by the conjunctiva that lines 
the inside of the eyelids when an animal 
is suffering from it.”

Place 
them in a little water with sugar, cloves, 
cinnamon and lemon peel. Stew gently, 
and add one glass of red wine or some cider.

W h it e S accf,.— P iece of b u tte r m elted, 
stirred in w ith corn flour, sugar, vanilla 
flavoring, and m ixed w ith m ilk. C ontinu­ 
ally stirred till thickening, and served over 
fcm on pudding w hen dene. 
Fish Sorr.—Take two pounds of cheap 
fish, add half a pound of bacon, simmer 
together, strain. Brown a finely chopped 
onion, add somi steamed potatoes and a 
handful of parsley, strain the fish soup 
over it.

eggs, and at last add the white of the eggs

DOMESTIC. 


Another Blver Horror. 
K eokuk (la.), November 4th.—The most 
terrible disaster in the annals of this city oc­ 
curred this evening. At about 7 o’clock the 
steamer War Eagle, going south, ran against 
a span of the Keokuk and Hamilton bridge, 
breaking it into fragments. The boat was 
completely demolished. E ’ght persons are 
known to be drowned. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.l 
K eokuk, November 4th. — At about 7 
o’clock this evening a shrill and continued 
whistling at the Keokuk and Hamilton 
bridge, followed by the ringing of the (ire 
bells, drew hundreds of people to the levee, 
to find that a steamboat load of passengers 
had miraculously escaped from death. The 
palatial passenger packet War Eagle, in at­ 
tempting to pass through the draw, was baf­ 
fled by the eddies and cross currents, and 
swung around agaiost the bridge, breaking 
out one span and entailing a loss of 8150,000 
to the bridge. The statements appended 
give the 
PARTICULABS OF THE DISASTER, 
Several lives are supposed to have been 
lost, but the names could not be learned. 
Ciph. Gregg, head clerk of the War Eagle, 
made the following statement: Captain 
Jerry Wood was in command, w ith Hiram 
Beadle and W. M. Tibbies as pilots, both 
being in the pilot-house, though it was 
Beadle’s watch. I had just eaten supper, and 
went back into the cabin to talk to some 
ladies with whom I was acquainted. I heard 
the whistle blow for the bridge, and heard the 
bells ring to check her headway. Knowing 
it was customary to drop inside the long pier, 
I felt no uneasiness until I heard the alarm 
whistle blow twice, which meant to back her 
strong. About that time Wm. HolmeB, the 
third clerk, came through the cabin, which 
was almost deserted, there being only ten or 
twelve ladies in the cabin at the time, the 
remainder being on the outside look­ 
ing at the bridge. He threw up hi3 
hand and passed out the starboard 
gangway. I paid no attention to it, knowing 
that he was alarmed easily when passing 
through the draw of a bridge, but in a few 
moments he returned and threw up his hand 
again. I then excused myself hurriedly and 
Went to him, and on reaching him he threw 
up his hands and said, “ She’s gone this 
tíme." I ran out of the larboard gangway 
on to the larboard guard, forward of the 
barber shop, and saw that wa were broadside 
to the bridge and that the boat was backing 
strong. I instantly ran into the cabin and 
threw np both hands to give the alarm. I 
caught hold of one lady and criad out to the 
rest to follow me, as the boat was going to 
strike the bridge. We all passed out of the 
after door ou to the starboard guard, reaching 
there just as 
THE CRASH OF THE COLLISION 
Of the boat against the bridge came. I kept 
calling to the passengers, who seemed be­ 
wildered, to get ont on the hurricane deck. 
They not seeming to understand, I led the 
way and they followed, with several ladies 
clinging to me. As soon as the boat struck 
the bridge the span gave way quickly, with a 
fearful crash, and I felt considerably relieved, 
knowing well that the chances for saving life 
would now be much better. I looked forward 
and saw that she was leaning on the west 
pier, her stern having cleared the east pier, 
where the break in the bridge occurred, and 
saw the people climbing from the boat on to 
the bridge. I took one lady and the rest 
followed. I told them to come, and we would 
all get onto the bridge. I ran for­ 
ward on the larboard side down the 
steps abreast of the smoke stacks, and 
assisted in passing the passengers ont upon 
the bridge until the boat swung off, one lady 
refusing to go. Seeing that a greater part of 
the passengers had escaped -and were safe, 
the second clerk, Alex. Bobinson, and myself 
determined to stay with the boat. In a very 
abort time she swung clear of the bridge, and 
we went down on the lower deck to see if she 
was making water or not. Some one had 
been down in the hold and reported that 
SHE WAS MAKING WATER, 
But not very fast. 
I went upstairs and 
quieted the fears of the few remaining ladies 
on the boat, and got all forward, so that in 
case the boat went down we could get them 
off without much trouble. She then floated 
with the current, and rounded to head down 
stream to a point a few hundred yards 
below the elevator, where, with the aid 
of one wheel and the assistance of parties 
who came in a skiff and took a line ashore, 
she was made fast, resting ou the railroad 
track, which is covered with water. The 
river on the outside is about fifteen feet deep. 
The dredge-boat A. D. Smith came down and 
held her stern in until she was securely 
fastened. There being one wheel entirely 
gone, I was afraid if she swung off she would 
topple over. 
The steamer Penguin, with 
Captain Hutchinson aboard, arrived as soon 
&3 they could get up steam, and with a flat 
took off the baggage. I saw Clay Gil­ 
lespie in a skiff, and he assisted 
in getting the bodies to the shore. 
Dan. Leach took a line ashore. Captain 
Wood remained on the roof, and all the offi­ 
cers, so far as known, stood bravely at their 
posts. Thomas Connors, the first mate, was 
working manfully at the leak, and remained 
at his poet until all danger was past. The 
deck crew got to terra firma as soon they 
could. 
Captain A. M. Hutchinson, General Man­ 
ager of the St. Loois and St. Paul Packet 
Company, said it was impossible to estimate 
accurately the amount of damage done 
or insurance. There is an insurance of about 
$25,000 on the boat, which is valued at 
$40,000. 
The cargo consisted of a little of every­ 
thing. bhe carried an immense load, and 
there was a large amount of potatoes and 
grain aboard. 
The first Captain Hutchinson knew of the 
accident was when he heard the noise on the 
levee. He jumped up from the table and hur­ 
ried to the river, finding one span of the 


bridge was gone and the War Eagle floating 
helplessly down the river. 
The War Eagle is now settled in about sev­ 
enteen feet of water on the larboard side and 
seven feet on the starboard side, with her 
head down stream. 
THE DAMAGED STEAMER. 
Chicago, November 4th.—The War Eagle, 
which is reported to have been destroyed at 
Kcoknk by striking the bridge, is a young 
boat, havicg been built only about three years 
ago. She is the fastest boat on the upr-er 
river, and the finest. Her companion, the 
Golden Eagle, was burned below Louisiana, 
Mo., within a year. These two boats were 
built expressly for the passenger traffic be­ 
tween St. Paul and St. Louis, and made their 
trips in an incredibly short time. They are 
models of steamboat architecture, beautifully 
equipped, and were the pride of the corpora­ 
tion which put them afloat—the Keokuk 
Northern line. 
Extraordinary Murder Case in Arkansas. 
Little Kgck, November 4th.—The most 
extraordinary murder case ever tried in this 
State is now in progress at Arkadelphia. 
The defendants are Miss Sarah Stokes and 
Mrs. Elizabeth Shelton, who are charged 
with the murder of Miss Malinda Stevene. 
The murder occurred near Mineral Springs, 
in Howard county, one day last April. The 
Stokeses and Stevenses are prominent people, 
living on adjoining farms. Sarah Stokes is a 
young and exceedingly handsome girl of 17 ; 
has a violent temper ; is quick to resent real 
or fancied insults, and cherishes implacable 
hatred toward her enemies. Some time ago 
a sister of Miss Stevens made a very deroga­ 
tory remark concerning Misa Stckes. This 
coming to the ears of the latter. Bhe swore 
revenge in a terrible manner. It is said that 
the girls were rivals. Each wished to be con­ 
sidered the brile of the neighborhood. Miss 
Stokes mounted a horse, and accompanied by 
her sister, Mrs. Shelton, set out to find Miss 
Stevens, whom they heard was doing some 
shopping in a neighboring town. The two 
women reached the place after a short and 
rapid ride, but Mies Stevens had been warned 
that they were searching for her, and was 
advised to keep cut of their way, and had 
acted on the suggestion. After visiting ail 
the stores in the village without finding Miss 
Stevens, the women started to return 
Presently the twain came by the dwelling of 
the Stevenses, which stood near tha 
roadside. The mother of Miss Stevens was 
standing in the yard, and Miss Stokes ad­ 
dressed a few paaeionate words to her. The 
conversation brought out Miss Malinda 
Stevens, 14 years old, sister of Miss Stokes’ 
enemy. The giris soon became involved in a 
bitter dispute. Miss Stokes denied the state­ 
ments made by the older Mis3 Stevens as ma­ 
licious falsehoods, and the girl warmly de­ 
fended her absent sister. At last the taunts 
of Miss Stokes stung Miss Stevens to the 
quick, and she started impulsively forward. 
As she approached to open the pate Miss 
Stokes sprang from her horee and plunged a 
long, keen bladed knife, which she had con­ 
cealed iu the bosom of her dress, into the 
neck of the advancing girl. Miss Stevens 
sank on the ground, the blood gushing from 
the wound in torrents. She died in a few 
minutes. The inquest disclosed a rock 
tightly clasped in. ono of her hands. Miss 
Stokes and Mrs. Shelton were promptly ar­ 
rested, and have been out on bail pending the 
trial. The verdict of the jury is aw ited with 
keen interest. The tragedy is said to have 
ruined the Stokes and Stevens families, the 
mothers of which are overwhelmed with 
grief. The Star Route Prosecutions. 
Washington, November 4th.—The argu­ 
ment ou the motion to set aside “ criminal in­ 
formation ” in the star route cases was re­ 
sumed this morning. 
George Bliss addressed the Couit on behalf 
of the Government, and was followed by 
Colonel Ingersoll for the defense, who will 
conclude his argument to-morrow. 
W ashington, November 4th.—Prominent 
lawyers of the District are nearly unanimous 
in the opinion that the defendants iu the 
star route cases will win the battle now in 
progress against the validity of the informa­ 
tion. Should the present motion to Btrike it 
off the docket fail, a motion to quash will 
follow, with a fair prospect of success. 
Dluine iiiid the Presidential Disease— 
“ Discharged Cured.” 
Columbus (O.), November 4th.—The at­ 
tention of Governor Foster being called to a 
sensational special from Washington to the 
New Yprk Sun as to a purported talk on 
Blaine for the next President, said the writer 
had drawn upon his imagination wholly for 
the facts. He had no such conversation with 
any one, and has no knowledge of Blaine’s 
purpose, beyond having heard him say that 
so far as the Presidential disease was con­ 
cerned he had been discharged cured. 
The Confederate Ronds. 
W ashington, November 4th.—An ex­ 
United States Senator, who has access to 
special sources ot information on the subject 
of Confederate property, told a Washington 
correspondent yesterday thst Confederate 
coupons maturing July 1, 1805, with bonds 
attf cbed, are specially sought after nowadays 
by a combination of Engli-h capitalists, who 
are acting under instructions of Judah P. 
Benjamin. The interest on these bonds was 
paid by the Confederate Government from 
funds alleged tn be in the Bank of England 
on January 1, 1865. The Confederate Gov­ 
ernment went to pieces in A pril, 1805. The 
July coupons, when due, v-ere not presented 
for payment for the full face value of the 
coupons from the funds on deposit, hence the 
demand for this class e.f bonds which has 
arisen recently. Speculators hive even gone 
to the exteut of making a bil for funds of 
the class specified now in the United States 
Treasury. 
Patll at Now York, 
N ew Y ork, November 4th.—Patti comes 
to make money, and will give ten concerts 
this month in this city, and thirty iu other 
large cities, returning to Europe in May. 
She says she is at present her own manager. 
The sale of seats at Steinway Ilall began 
yesterday, with a scale of prices as follows : 
Fir-t to fifth row, facing the stage, 810; first 
balcony, side rows and near the recces, 85; 
second balcony, first row, 84 ; second to fifth 
row.-, facing the stage, 88; side rows aud 
near the recess, 82; admission, 82. 
W endell Phillips Gushes Over the Irish 
Itneslion. 
N ew York, November 4th.—Treasurer 
Egan, of the Land League at Paris, telegraphs 
here: “ Will Wendell Phillips come to Ire­ 
land to advocate ‘ No rent ’ during the 
suspension of constitutional liberties ? The 
League will pay expenses.” 
Phillips in reply says: “ Ireland to-day 
leads the van in the struggle for right, justice 
and freedom. Let Ireland only persevere in 
her sublime patience, keeping ever within 
the limits of peaceful agitation, and her vic­ 
tory is certain. With unbroken front let 
her assault despotism in its central point. 
Rent, honest rent, is the surplus left after 
the tenant ha3 lived in comfort—material, 
intellectual, personal and social comfort. 
Ireland owes none to-day, certainly not to 
the class whose government is the prison and 
bayonet. How cheerfully would I do my 
part, how gladly would I share in the honors 
of such a struggle, but the state of my health 
obliges me to give up public speaking. I 
can only bid you God speed, and pray for 
your speedy and complete success.” 
The Chicago Fostoflire. 
Chicago, November 4th.—The rapid in­ 
crease of the business of the Chicago Post- 
effice is marvelous. For the fiscal year 1870-80 
the total amount of mail matter deposited in 
and sent out from this Postoffice was 6,562,­ 
292 pounds, and 80.732.519 pieces. For the 
fiscal year 1880-81 the amount was 8,476,5S1 
pounds and 130,837,505 pieces. 
Illegal Sales of Post office Stamps. 
W ashington, November 4th.—Many inte­ 
rior Postmasters are engaged in selling stamps 
in violation of the law, to non-residents of 
their towns. The Postoffice Department has 
determined to break np this illegal traffic. 
One small office in Virginia sold nearly 8500 
worth of stamps in a few months to Balti­ 
more merchants at 10 per cent, discount. 
Advertisers Defacing Silver Coins. 
_ W ashington, November 4th.—Patent med­ 
icine venders and others are mutilating silver 
coins by stamping advertisements of their 
goods and their names on one side. This is a 
violation of the law, and the authorities are 
after the guilty enes. 
Sergeant Mason Thought Insane. 
W ashington, November 4th.—The War 
Department’s idea in rescinding the order for 
the Court-martial of Mason, who Bhot at Goi- 
teau, is that he was really insane. He is now 
under medical surveillance. Should he prove 
so he will be Bent to a Government asylum. 
Otherwise, another Court-martial will be or­ 
dered.Business Fallares for the W eek. 
New Y ork, November 4th.—The failures 
for the week number 129—a much larger 
number than usual. To this the Eastern 
Slates contribute 17, the Western States 32. 
the Southern States 37, the Middle States 


34, and the Pacific coast 9. Fits failures in 
the South seem to increase week by week, 
and advices from that quarter indicate that 
business embarrstsmee ^ will be unusually 
frequent during the ’Vinter. 
The W elcom e to (he New B ritish Minis* 
ter—Secretary Blaine's Rem arks. 
P hiladfvj-hia, November 4th.—The Brit­ 
ish socie^es this evening gave the new Brit- 
i-*h Minister a banquet at St. George’s Hall. 
Ssevetary Blaine, whose health was drunk 
sending, said he would echo most heartily 
and cheerfully every word that had been said 
in reference to the sympathy and fraternity 
between the two countries. It should be re­ 
membered that at the time the two countries 
were at war there were but 60,000,000 
English-speaking people 
on the face 
of the earth. Now there are 100,* 
000,000. 
One-half the commercial power 
and three-fourths of the intelligence of the 
world are represented by the people of Eng­ 
land and America. “ I came here late,” 
continued the Secretary, “ because I merely 
wanted to enjoy an advance greeting to her 
Majesty’s representative that it will be a 
dnty and a pleasure to repeat formally in 
Washington. I came especially to pay trib­ 
ute to the great sovereign he represents. In 
loyalty to that lady and in admiration of that 
gracious sovereign the feelings of this people 
are not to be outdone by the people of Eug- 
land. I offer you a toast, ‘The Queen.’” 
[Druuk startling, aud her Majesty’s name 
heartily cheered ] 
In response to a toast to his health, Minis­ 
ter West said he was at a loss to know how to 
even attempt to acknowledge such honors. 
Continuing, he said : “ I thank you for this 
cordial reception and the kind manner in 
which your President has spokeD, aud for the 
sympathy which has been expressed.

He only quit the pilot-house 
when the boat was about to strike, and was 
told by the mate to jump on the barge. 
Several others c ailing for help were saved 
directly afterward. He knew nothing of 
any drinking or any whisky on board, 
and the machinery worked admirably up to 
the time it was disabled by the breaking of 
the cam rod. 
James A. Hines, the male, testified that 
when tne cam broke hs passed through the 
cabin warning everybody to get cn the barge, 
and assisted three or four before and after the 
collision. 
The Adm ission of Dakota as a Slate.

Thus a 
rent of £122 was reduced to £89; another of 
£71 to £48 ; another of £09 to £52.

League, who evaded arrest a week ago, have 
returned home. 
Bisuiarck aud ;lic Jew s. 
B erlin , November 4ih.—The National 
Zeitung states that Bismarck recently enter­ 
tained a prominent Jewish manufacturer at 
Varzin, at which time the Prince declared 
he decidedly approved the Juden Helze, and 
would never entertain a proposal to curtail 
the constitutional rights of the Jews.

Support for Bism arck. 
B erlin , November 4th.—The anti-Simitic 
Deutsche Tagsblatt announces that the Con­ 
servative Committee telegraphed Bismarck 
that the Conservatives in the Reichstag will 
continue to oppose the Progressist ring. Bis­ 
marck replied, thanking the committee for 
the telegram, and saying he was grateful for 
any rapport for the struggle against the aims 
of the Progresista, which are prejudicial to 
the Emperor and Empire.
